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Levi Elmer Hall and Mary Mahala Longenecker are my paternal grandparents. They lived a rich 
and interesting life and participated in some important moments of history. This is their story in 
chronological order based on information currently available. Gene Hall November 30, 2023

Birth and Families 
1873 Levi Elmer Hall 


Levi Elmer Hall was born in Yates Center, Woodson County, Kansas on the 26th of February 
1873. He was the sixteenth and last child born to James H. Hall Jr and Malinda Fincher, both 
from Greene County, Tennessee. Levi Elmer was called 'Elmer' by friends and relatives. 

Note: Interesting news of the day gives historical context to the story and is set in a lighter font 
throughout the book. 


In the Woodson County news for this day, Jackson Banes was appointed Postmaster at 
Belmont. 2 The Kansas House introduced H. B. 196, "an act to locate a state road from Toronto, 
Woodson County, Kansas, to Coyville, Wilson County, Kansas."3 "A Woolen mill in Woodson 


county, turned out $16,781.50 worth of work."4 The weather was mild, "Farmers have been 
plowing for nearly two weeks and we write today with open doors and fires out." Land was 
priced between $20 and $75 per acre.® 


LEVI ELMER HALL ABOUT 1883, 

PROBABLY YATES CENTER, KS 
James H. Hall was a farmer who moved west along with some of Malinda's family to Schuyler 
County, Missouri apparently for opportunities to homestead. After moving to Missouri, James 
enlisted in Company H 119 Regiment of the Illinois Infantry at Bushnell, McDonough County 
Illinois, about 35 miles east of Schuyler County.’ He was mustered in at Quincy, Adams County, 
IL on 19 September 1862 and was listed as 'Present' in Captain McConnell's Company until 
March 1863 when he deserted from White Station, Tennessee. 
James enlisted again in Company C 16th Regiment Cavalry of the Kansas Civil War Volunteers 
and was mustered in 18 December 1864 at Leavenworth, Kansas. By 28 February 1865 he was 
under arrest and according to his pension application "deserted from confinement at Fr. 
Leavenworth, Ks, date not known." 


By 1870, James and the family lived in Guilford Township in Wilson County Kansas. James, 
Elmer's father, died in 1879 when Elmer was only six years old. By 1885 young Elmer and his 
mother lived with Elmer's older brother, Charles, in Bachelor Township, Greenwood County, 
KS. He attended school and seemingly led a fairly typical life on the farm.

1874 Mary Mahala Longenecker 
About a year after Levi Elmer's birth, on the 9th of March 1874, Mary Mahala Longenecker was 
born in Keensburg, Wabash County, Illinois. 


The weather was "clear and mild with gentle winds." 


She was the second child of Daniel Kingsport Longenecker and Margaret Jane Eastwood. 
Before they married in 1871, Daniel was a carpenter and Margaret lived on a neighboring farm 
with her widowed mother and siblings. One of Margaret's brothers, John Stewart, was to play 
an important role in their decision to move to Kansas. Assuming Margaret Jane moved into 
Daniel's home when they married in 1871, the Longenecker family lived in Coffee Precinct, 
Wabash County, IL. Their post office was in Rochester Mills, IL. 1° 

Mary Mahala was the second of eight children born to Daniel Kingsport Longenecker and 
Margaret Jane Eastwood. 


In local news on Mary's birthday, "North Manchester, Wabash County, has organized a building 
and loan association."'1 The Ben Davis apple was voted the best for Wabash County by a large 


meeting of the Wabash County Horticultural Society, "...combining the three conditions of 
bearing, keeping, and commercial value."

Mary was the last child born to Daniel and Margaret Jane in Illinois. 


Kansas Or Bust? 


Two years before Mary was born, there were family discussions about moving to Kansas. I'm 
not sure how or why these discussions began. 


The news in 1872 Wabash County, Illinois was fairly ordinary. The Wabash Valley Store 
changed its business model to cash only, "no more goods on tweve [sic] months time."'2 There 
were only three mentions of Kansas between 1870 and 1874 in the currently searchable 
Wabash County newspapers. Two were advertising traveling west on the railroad instead of by 
wagon and one was about a murder in Kansas. 


The news in Greenwood County, Kansas was only slightly more exciting; two full pages of the 
Kansas Farmer listed stray animals looking for their owners including two mares in Fall River 
Township, where Mary's parents would eventually settle.13 Hollister, Taylors & Adams, Real 
Estate Agents, advertised "a large amount of unimproved lands" in Greenwood County for sale 
from $2 to $8 per acre.'4 Greenwood County voted for $200,000 in bonds to fund the Fort 
Scott, Humboldt & Western Railroad.15 


Perhaps word-of-mouth reached Wabash County and started the discussions. 

Some time between about 1872 and 1874, there was a decision to move to Kansas. According 
to the story passed down to Mary's cousin, Josephine Dauber, "Soon after their marriage [in 
1872], John and Mary Ann [John Stewart Eastwood and Mary Ann Mitchell] began to consider 
the possibility of moving to Kansas. There was considerable discussion between the newly 
married couple and John's sister and her husband, Daniel and Margaret Longnecker, about 
both couples making the long wagon journey together. Kansas held a great deal of promise; 
there was much talk about the vast grasslands and fertile farm land to be purchased through 
the Homestead Act. When finally the decision was made to go, there was great excitement in 
making the preparations and many tears shed by parents and grandparents at their departure 
(The Longneckers had two children at the time). They were heading due west from southern 
Illinois to a place called Eureka, Kansas."'6 | think Josephine may have projected a little of her 
own feelings about the tears shed by parents and grandparents. Probably the relatives who 
lived in Wabash County did shed some tears, but Mary's grandparents were all dead except for 
Mahala [Stewart] Longenecker who went to Kansas with them; Daniel's relatives were all back 
in Pennsylvania. 


Why Move 


Free Land 


The reasons for the move are not clear either, but from Josephine Dauber's description, the 
Homestead Act was one important consideration. The act was signed into law by Abraham 
Lincoln on May 20, 1862, and gave settlers the ability to claim 160 acres of land for very little 
money and some relatively minor conditions. Most settlers had to live on the homestead for 
five continuous years, build a house and grow crops. After meeting the criteria, they would 
have to file for a deed to the property. As an alternative, settlers could pay $1.25 per acre after 
living on the land for six months, building a house and planting crops. Terms for the 
Longenecker and Eastwood families were dramatically better since John and Daniel were 
veterans; only one year occupancy instead of five required. 


As an added bonus, land in Kansas was reported to be fertile. 


The Eureka Herald reported on the cattle market, "Greenwood county is the twelfth in 


importance in the state so far as the stock interest is concerned."'” 


Fresh Start After Civil War 


Both John Eastwood and Daniel Longenecker were Civil War veterans. 

Daniel was a member of the First Cavalry, Company K, 13th Regiment of the Pennsylvania 

Cavalry. His pension application also mentions his membership in Company C, 8th Regiment 

of the Massachusetts Cavalry. In January 1864 he was promoted to Corporal and in November 

1864 he was promoted to Quartermaster Sergeant. Daniel was discharged from both units in 

July 1865 in Washington DC. He was mustered out on 13 September 1865 at Hilton Head, 

South Carolina.18 

John Eastwood enrolled in Company H 48th Regiment of the Illinois Volunteers on the first of 

February 1864, and was mustered in the same day. Eastwood was moved frequently for the 

next five months including travel to... 

* Freeport, IL and Camp Hebron, MS for training and instruction 

* Big Black Ridge, Vicksburg, Benton, Vaughan Station, Yazoo City, Clinton and Jackson, all in 
Mississippi 

+ At Vicksburg, his unit reported 43 soldiers killed, 36 wounded, 3 captured and 3 missing in 
action 

After Vicksburg, Eastwood saw action in Atlanta, Georgia and he was hit by a rifle ball above 

the left Knee on July 21st; his leg was amputated in the field.

Lack Of Opportunities In Keensburg 


Keensburg is a small village with a population of 68 people in the 1880 census. There were 174 
people in the 2020 census. It was founded as a village just about the time that Mary's parents 
and Uncle John Eastwood left. Opportunities elsewhere may have looked just too attractive for 
them to stay in Illinois. 
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But Not An Easy Move 


While the homesteading terms seem relatively simple in modern terms, it was not so easy to 
build a life out in the wilderness. A contributor to the Harper Sentinel wrote in 1889,"/t is hard 
work to come west to make a home. Few have the vim and back-bone to stay long enough to 
prove up their land under the homestead law. | don't want to brag, but we are going to try to be 
among the few."'9 The weather in Kansas is another major challenge according to Bessie 
Felton Wilson, "...burning corn stalks for fuel both winter and summer." and "...we slept in the 
upper rooms for several years without plaster. It was not unusual on awaking cold winter 
mornings to find the covers around our heads frozen and the bed white with snow which had 
been driven through tiny cracks in the roof by a strong wind during the night. "2° 


Preparations 


Wagons 


The family had plenty of choices when it came to wagons for the trip. There were wagon 
suppliers located in Mount Carmel and other towns near the Longenecker home. The Steins 
Carriage and Wagon Factory was located on Fourth Street in Mount Carmel. The owner, John 
R Stein advertises that, "...the best timber and metal are used, and the workmanship is first 
class in all respects."21 James | & G. W. Shaw of Mount Carmel advertised, "Buggies, Wagons 
and Plows on hand, and made to order at our shop."22 John Steckler, Wagon and Buggy Maker 
was located next door of J. |. Shaw & Company's blacksmith shop and, "/s manufacturing as 
good wagons and buggies as can be had anywhere, and at as reasonable rates."23 A new 
company, Moyer, Weaver & Co., announced the manufacture of, "Buggies, Wagons, and 
Carriages of the latest styles and the most approved patterns."24 

Randolph Barnes Marcy describes the required wagon in his handbook for travelers, "Wagons 
should be of the simplest possible construction -- strong, light, and made of well-seasoned 
timber, especially the wheels, as the atmosphere, in the elevated and arid region over which 
they have to pass, is so exceedingly dry during the summer months that, unless the woodwork 
is thoroughly seasoned, they will require constant repairs to prevent them from falling to pieces. 
Wheels made of bois-d'arc, Osage orange wood, are the best for the plains, as they shrink but 
little, and seldom want repairing. "25 

It seems reasonable that Longenecker and Eastwood would have to purchase covered wagons 
since they probably didn't need one until this trip. Covered wagons were too large for Daniel's 
carpentry work or for John's teaching work but ideal for transporting supplies over a long trip 
and for items to set up a household once they arrived in Kansas. 

One question that remains is how they actually traveled. Did they buy large wagons and carry 
their furniture and goods with them, or did they travel light and ship heavy things to Kansas? 
The train station at Climax opened in 1872 and would have provided the option to ship things if 
the family had money to do that. According to a letter written by Mary's niece, Christina Lee, 
"They came in covered wagons which would have allowed them to carry quite a lot of furniture 
and provisions for the trip. "26 


Provisions 


According to Marcy, "Supplies for a march should be put up in the most secure, compact, and 
portable shape." Assuming about 526 miles at an average of 7.5 miles per day, provisions, per 
adult, recommended by Marcy would have included... 
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Bacon, 17 pounds, "...in boxes and surrounded with bran, which in a great measure prevents 
the fat from melting away." 

Flour, 100 pounds, "...packed in [a] stout double canvas sack well sewed." 

Coffee, 10 pounds 

Beef driven on the hoof 

Butter, "...oreserved by boiling it thoroughly, and skimming off the scum as it rises to the top 
until it is quite clear like oil." Then the butter was sealed in tins or jars. 

Sugar, 17 pounds, "...secured in India rubber of gutta-percha sacks, or so placed in the 
wagon as not to risk getting wet." 

Yeast, salt, pepper 

Dried vegetables, "...are almost equal to the fresh and are put up in such a compact and 
portable form as easily to be transported over the plains."2’ 

A blog called "Notes From The Frontier" says this about fresh provisions for the trip, "Some 
travelers brought cattle to butcher along the way. Many brought a milk cow and a chicken or 
two for eggs. Each morning, after milking the cow, the buckets of milk were covered and hung 
under the wagon. The jarring of the unsprung axle would churn the milk! At night, the fresh 
butter would be skimmed off. 


This primitive butter-churning method could have been used by the family. A cow was tied 


behind the Longenecker wagon and walked the entire distance to Kansas with this bell around 
her neck. The bell was passed down from Mary Mahala Longenecker to her son, William 
Stanley Hall, and then to Gene Cook Hall who owns it in 2023. According to Marcy's book, 
"Cows will be found very useful upon long journeys when the rate of travel is slow, as they 
furnish milk, and in emergencies they may be worked in wagons."28 

A Dutch oven was the standard cooking container because it was versatile and could be used 
to bake bread, cook soups, grill meat, and make oatmeal in the morning."29 
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1874 Wagon Train To Kansas 

The timing of the move is a little unclear. John and Mary Ann were married September 8, 1872, 
in Wabash County, IL and Josephine Dauber says discussions about the move happened soon 
after that.30 Mary Mahala was born March 9, 1874, in Wabash County. [See Appendix]! William 
Stanley Hall and Clara Bell Hall told me in 1986 that the move was 1874. Both Daniel 
Longenecker and John Stewart Eastwood were counted in the 1875 census in Greenwood 
County, KS taken about March 1st. So the move must have happened between March 1874 
when Mary Mahala was born and early March 1875 when the Kansas State Census was 
recorded. Mary's mother was tasked with the care of baby Mary and her two year old sister, 
Anna, for the long trip. It is likely the trip happened in the spring or early summer of 1874 in 
order to get established and prepare for winter in Kansas. According to a note on a hand- 
written list of the Longenecker children, "D.K.L & family moved from Keensburg, Ill. [and] left in 
June 1874, Arrived Sept. 23, 1874 in Eureka. Settled in Climax, Kans. in 1875.">2 Unfortunately, 
the person who wrote this is not identified and | don't recognize the handwriting.

Mary was about three months old when they left. 
Christine [Lee] Boss, Mary's niece wrote to Gay [McCammon] Chambers, another niece, in 
1985 about the trip, "/ know the Eastwoods and the Longneckers came from Illinois in covered 
wagons. Mother was 2 years old, Aunt Mary a small baby -- could have lived in a stone house 
south of Eureka for awhile."33 
The journey from Wabash County, Illinois to Greenwood County, Kansas was made via a small 
family wagon train. It is not Known if others joined the trip or if a professional was hired to lead 
the group. Based on the Civil War experience of both Eastwood and Longenecker, it is 
assumed that they traveled confidently, with just the family. Those making the trip probably 
traveled in three covered wagons and included eight people... 
1. Wagon 

1. Daniel Kingsport Longenecker, age 30 

2. Margaret Jane Eastwood, age 26 

3. Anna Elizabeth Longenecker, age 3 

4. Mary Mahala Longenecker, age 4 months

1. Sophronia Eastwood (John and Margaret Jane's unmarried sister), age 35

Assuming they "started in June" and arrived in Eureka on September 23rd, the schedule would 
have the family on the trail for between 85 and 115 days depending on what day in June they 
left. If my estimate of 559 miles along the rivers is correct, they averaged between 4.9 and 6.5 
miles per day. For purposes of estimating the daily progress of the trip, | used the midpoint of 
5.7 miles per day since the date they left Keensburg is unknown. At 5.7 miles per day | 
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estimate that they left Keensburg on Tuesday June 17th, traveled a total of 98 days and 
reached Eureka Kansas on Wednesday, September 23rd. 
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Likely Route 


There are several routes available to the family in 1874 and | assume they took the easiest 
because of the two young children and because Mahala Eastwood may have been in ill health 
as she died in Greenwood County only 3 years after this trip. However, none of the main routes 
could ever be described as easy in a covered wagon. All are are about the same distance and 
all require travel over some rough roads across Missouri. | picked a route that is shown on 
maps of the 1870s. A detailed analysis of the route is included in the Appendix, which is as 


tedious and boring as this trip must have been.

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Keensburg to East St. Louis Illinois 
The trip across Illinois was about 158 miles and took the family about 27 days total. 


You could follow this route pretty closely following these roads. 

* Go straight west to Highway 8 and turn right toward Bellmont. 

* Turn left at Bellmont onto State Highway 15 to Albion and Fairfield. 

* Continue through Fairfield to US Highway 45 and turn north toward Jeffersonville and Cisne 


until US 50 just east of Flora. Rinard is just off US 45. 

* Turn west on US 50 and drive through Flora, Salem, and Trenton to East St. Louis, Illinois. 
Carlyle. Xenia, luka, Odin, Sandoval, Huey, Breese and O'Fallon are just off the highway. US 
50 becomes Interstate 64 near O'Fallon 


Sections of US 50 run parallel to the road that Mary's parents took in 1874 and those roads are 
now maintained by the counties but probably passable. 


Crossing the Mississippi 


There was some delay in St. Louis as Mary's father, Daniel, and Uncle John restocked the 
wagons and traded for new animals as needed. A. Schulherr & Company advertised "Large 
and fine mules and horses, suitable for city, plains and plantations." They also arranged to 
cross the Mississippi River. 
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Mary's family could have taken the new Eads Bridge which was opened for traffic on June 4th, 
1874, just six weeks before the family arrived. The bridge required a toll for all wagon traffic. | 
calculate this to be about $1 based on the published pricing of ten cents per wagon plus ten 
cents per animal. That $1 is about $25 to $30 in 2022 dollars -- a fairly high toll. 

Knowing that both the Eastwood and Longenecker families were young and traveling via 
wagon instead of rail, | assume they were on a strict budget. For this reason, | believe they took 
the lower-cost ferry across the Mississippi. 


According to the Missouri Historical Society, "Even after the Eads Bridge opened in 1874, the 
Wiggins Ferry remained a cheaper way to make the trip."84 Even though the ferry business in 
St. Louis was dominated by the Wiggins Ferry Company, Wiggins lowered prices in response 


to the new competition from the Eads Bridge. In an article about the Wiggins Ferry Company, 
the Illinois State Museum reports, "7o meet this competition the Wiggins Company inaugerated 
[sic] a swift transit over the exclusive use of passengers...This boat, the 'D. W. Hewitt' was to 
make the trip across in 3 minutes for a charge of 5 cents."35 


Perhaps the Longenecker and Eastwood families crossed the River on the Hewitt, "The /ittle 
ferry steamer Hewitt commenced making her regular trips yesterday [9 Jul 1874] morning, and 
will ply regularly from pier to pier on either side of the river. She runs in the interests of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co."36 

No matter which way they crossed the Mississippi, it was hot on both sides, "The Weather is 
quite warm this morning..."3’ About the 15th or 16th of July, the family did something that was 
probably a once-in-a-lifetime thing, they crossed over the Mississippi River into St. Louis, 
Missouri. 


The front-page headlines in the St. Louis Republican were all about the great fire in Chicago, 
"Another Ocean of Flame Sweeping over the City."38 


They had been on the trail for a month and the river crossing at St. Louis must have been a 
milestone. It was not quite the halfway point of their journey but far enough that everyone 
realized that there was no turning back to the life they left behind in Wabash County. | wonder if 
they celebrated with a bath or a hot meal at a local cafe.

St. Louis to Nevada City, Missouri 


The trip across Missouri took Mary's family about 51 days to cover the roughly 280 miles from 
St. Louis to Nevada City. The terrain in Missouri is quite a lot rougher with lots of trees and it is 
more likely that this section was the slowest part of the trip and took longer than traveling 
through Illinois. 


A modern day route goes generally WSW following the current interstate 44 until Highway 50 
toward Union Missouri. Leave Highway 50 east of Owensville and take Missouri State Highway 
28. Just south of Belle take State Highway 42 toward Vienna. Continue on Highway 42 through 


Vienna to Iberia and Brumley, Turn south on Highway 54 just past Kaiser and pass through 
Camdenton, Roach, Macks Creek, Preston, Hermitage, Wheatland, Weubleau, Collins, Cedar 
Springs, El Dorado Springs, and Dederick before reaching Nevada City. 


Mary's family set up camp about every six miles and reached Ulman ridge on about August 
12th. Ulman Ridge, was a small settlement of about 50 people. It had a post office, general 
store and blacksmith shop.

Just 10 years before Mary's family reached Ulman, murders, arsons and robberies of every sort 


were common. Almost the entire town was burned by the St. Clair and Cedar County militia in 
an attempt to rid the area of 'Bushwackers.'4° 


Ulman was rebuilt starting in 186841 and was probably still in the process of construction when 
Mary's family passed through there. 
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Nevada Clty to Eureka, Kansas 
It was only about 110 miles to Eureka from Nevada City.

With the sun at their back, about the morning of September 6th, the family started their final 
push into a new life with new opportunities and crossed the border into Kansas on the second 
day out of Nevada City. This must have been another exciting milestone for the family. They 
passed through Fort Scott, a town of about 1,800 people first established as a frontier outpost 
and used as a supply depot during the Civil War. 
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FORT SCOTT, KANSAS BETWEEN 1870 AND 1880 


The little wagon train reached Uniontown about September 13th and found a small town of 
about 130 people who named their town based on their loyalty to the Union during the Civil 
War. Mary's father, Daniel, and her Uncle John were Union soldiers and probably felt a kinship 
to the people they met there. Perhaps they met soldiers that they knew or at least had common 
experiences or war-time acquaintances. 

On about the 17th of September, the family arrived at Yates Center. Mary's future husband, 
Levi Elmer Hall, was born in Yates Center just about 19 months earlier on 26 February 1873. 
While they lived just a county apart during childhood, their paths don't appear to have crossed 
again until about 20 years later. Yates Center wasn't established as a town until a year later 
when Abner Yates gave land to the county for a county seat. 

Finally, the distance to Eureka could be measured in days, not weeks. The family traveled the 
last 33 miles of their journey passing through Toronto and Neal. 


Land was advertised in the Eureka Herald, "H. C. Rizer has a good list of lands at low prices. In 
fact there never will be better opportunities for investment than at present." 
An army of grasshoppers had taken over western Kansas in mid August, "Fields of corn of 


eighty and a hundred acres that a week ago were full of promise of a fine return are today 
consumed."42 Reassuringly, the impact had not been too bad in Greenwood County, "They 
have nearly all left, and there is little danger from them. They have laid no eggs in this vicinity 
yet."43 
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Childhood in Kansas 
Elmer' Childhood 


Levi Elmer spent his early childhood at Yates Center in Woodson County where he was born. 
Woodson County joins Greenwood County on the east. Some time between his birth in 1873 
and his father's death in 1879, the family moved a few miles south to Clifton Township in 
Wilson County, Kansas. Clifton Township is about 20 miles directly east of Climax where Mary 
lived. The family still lived in Clifton Township during the 1880 census when Elmer was seven 
years old. By 1885 Elmer's entire family had moved in with his older married brother, Charles 
Hall in Bachelor Township, Greenwood County, Kansas. Charles must have filled the role of 
father for Elmer as they were closely connected for the rest of their lives. There is an Elmer Hall 
listed in Greenwood County School District 104 for 1887-1891 which is probably him.44 That 
district is located just north and east of the Longenecker farm between 10 and 12 miles away 
depending on the exact location of Elmer's home. | presume that Elmer also attended schools 
in Woodson and Wilson Counties, but records are not available there

Mary's Childhood 

Very soon after arriving in Kansas in 1874, Mary's father homesteaded on a 160 acre farm 
located at the NE 1/4 of Section 21, Township 27 South, Range 11 East of the 6th Principle 
Meridian near Climax, Kansas.‘ This farm is where she grew up and attended school. Mary 
attended school at Buck School District 81 in at least 1887, 1888, and 1890. She is not listed in 
1889.46 The Buck school was consolidated with Praire Du Chene school in 1945; Praire Du 
Chene is French for 'Meadow of Oak.’ 


Mary was a fairly good student. Her report card in 1888 shows strong marks for Arithmetic (98 
1/2%), History (98%), Grammar (100%) and Geography (95%). Her Reading (85%) and 
Orthography (80%) scores had upside potential.4”7 Mary was about 14 at the time this card was 
issued.

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1890s Kansas Economy 

Kansas was known for its boom or bust economy. To some extent, that cycle was an annual 
event with new settlers coming from the east each year to replace those who failed to make it 
through winter. In many ways, both the Hall and Longenecker families showed their 
determination by making Kansas home for more than a single year. 


According to the Kansas Historical Society, "The up times reflected the ebullient optimism of 
Kansans about the future of their state, while the down times tested patience and 
persistence."49 The period around the 1890s was particularly difficult in Kansas, "But no doubt 
the champion roller coaster ride for the Kansas economy took place with the boom and bust of 
the late 1880s and early 1890s."5° 

Just three years after Mary's family arrived in 1877, there were 40 architects in Wichita and 700 
real estate agents. Hotels were full and trainloads of additional people arrived everyday. An 
empty commercial lot was selling for $50,000 and there were 280 additions to the original town 
of Wichita.5' "In July Dun & Bradstreet rated Wichita third in the nation in real estate transfers 
after only New York and Kansas City." One man was said to have sold his dog for $10 and 
invested in real estate; two weeks later he sold out for $2,300.52 

By 1900, Wichita's population had declined from an estimated 42,000 to less than 24,000, The 
two local colleges and surrounding fully-developed residential areas were completely vacant. 
Some felt that the opening of land in Oklahoma contributed to the bust in Kansas with so many 
moving out of Kansas for the Cherokee Strip. 


This economy was to repeat itself later when Elmer and Mary moved in 1903. "The real 
problem was the over extension of credit and speculation."58 

The extent of financial stress for Elmer's family is not known but certainly Mary's father, Daniel 
Longenecker, had debt that he couldn't repay.®4 In 1880, Mary lived with the rest of the family 
on the original 160 acre homestead. The Kansas Census of 1885 shows the family living in 
Eureka and it is not clear why they were there as the children were still listed in school near the 
homestead in 1887 through July 1896. 

Starting in about 1892, the Longenecker family seems to have had financial difficulty. That 
difficulty was undoubtedly related to the overall decline of conditions in Kansas, and also may 
have been related to the Harvester Trust which was formed in late 1890 and which 
",..contemplated the contro! of the manufacture of all the agricultural machinery in the United 
States."55 56 The trust was a controversial subject and the Democratic Messenger in Eureka 
reported secret board meetings and that "...extensive shut-downs and closing up of agencies 
are imminent."57

The Greenwood County Republican reported that the Harvester Trust would be collecting notes 
for binders under contract for free repairs, but "that all repairs hereafter shall be paid in cash."*°8 
If he had one of these binders on his farm, this news may have been a shock to an already 
difficult farming operation. To say the least, Daniel was not a fan of the Harvester Trust; a 
salesman drew a photo of Daniel at the store in Hamilton probably in early 1891, and quoted 
him, "Any farmer that would patronize the Harvester Trust ought to be -- well | won't say it." 

On 27th of May 1892, a notice of foreclosure covering the homestead was published in the 
Democratic Messenger in Eureka.59 On the 24th of April, 1893, the farm was sold at public 
auction by the Greenwood County Sheriff and the property was deeded to Cleo Bay Wilkenson 
the next month. 

Daniel was not the only farmer in Greenwood County with financial trouble. The number of 
sheriff's deeds peaked in 1893 when 136 deeds were issued on farms that had been 
foreclosed. Including the Longenecker family, six families in the township lost farms in 1893...

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Mentions of the word 'Foreclosure' in Greenwood County newspapers peaked three years 
earlier than the final sales. Some farmers probably sold, moved or gave deeds in lieu of 
foreclosure before 1893. The difficultly doesn't seem to be related to the farm itself since 
mentions of 'Crop Failure’ didn't follow the same pattern. It was a difficult few years in Kansas 
leading up to the loss of the farm. Daniel almost made it through the difficult time as relief was 
to come just a couple of years too late.

The younger Longenecker children continued to attend Buck School until 1896. By 11 August 
1897, the family had moved to Paw Paw Township in Elk County and lived on the Sours 
property near the Paw Paw School.®° There may have been pressure for the older children to 
contribute to the family beginning in 1892 or so. These and other factors may have prompted 
Mary to move out of the family home between 1890 and 1895. Elmer undoubtedly experienced 
the same pressures in his family.

2. Mary and her family passed through Yates Center about six days before their arrival in 


Eureka 


While they were born hundreds of miles apart, Mary's move to Kansas with her family set up 
the possibility of these two meeting each other. In fact, Mary's family probably passed through 
Yates Center in 1874 where Elmer lived with his family. After that, they were only a few 


townships away from each other. 
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In 1890, Levi attended school in district 104 near Charles Hall's house in Bachelor Township 
and Mary attended school at Buck school (Prairie Du Chine) about 2 1/2 miles south east of 
Climax. 

By early March 1895 both Levi and Mary lived with the Monroe Morgan Family.6' The Morgan 
farm was about five miles southeast of Eureka on Fall River. In 1892, the Monroe family was 
apparently pretty well off and their farming operation was expanding. Monroe purchased a farm 
from Martha Morris in Bachelor Township.® In 1894, Morgan purchased a new planter.®9 In 
1896 the Morgans built a 14 by 18 foot addition to their house.®4 In December 1900, Morgan 
purchased property from Mrs Mary K Curtis in order to build a new barn. Monroe Morgan 
died in December 1906 near Emporia after a trip to Kansas City to sell cattle. According to the 
administrator's sale bill in February 1907, his estate included 59 horses and mules, 50 hogs, 
several new pieces of farm equipment and 50 tons of hay.66 Perhaps Elmer and Mary worked 
for the Morgans to support a growing farming operation there. 

The 1895 Morgan household included Monroe Morgan (age 44, born Kentucky), Emiline 
Morgan (age 44, born Illinois), Thurman Morgan (age 6, born Kansas), Elmer Hall (age 22, born 
Kansas), Charles Rush (age 17, born Kansas) and Mary Longnecker (age 22, born Indiana [sic: 
Illinois]).6” The 1895 Kansas Census says that Emiline Morgan's birthplace was Marian, IL, 
about 75 miles southwest of Mary's birthplace in Keensburg,®® but the 1900 census says that 
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Emiline was from Tennessee. If Emiline was from Illinois, it might explain a connection to Mary's 
family prior to 1895; If she was from Tennessee, it might explain a connection to Elmer's family 
prior to 1895. It is not known if either Mary or Elmer knew the Morgan family prior to living in 
their house.®9 

Elmer and Mary must have met on or before the Kansas Census taken on March 1, 1895 when 
they were recorded in the Morgan household.’° 

In early July, Judge Evey granted a marriage license to them, "Levi E. Hall of Eureka and Mary 
Longnecker of Climax." 

About four months after the 1895 census, on Wednesday July 3rd, they were married by 
Reverend R. W. Mills "in the presence of relatives and a few intimate friends." It was a small 
ceremony held at George and Anna Lee's home in the Fall River Township near Climax, "Mrs. 
Lee, the bride's sister, prepared a splendid dinner for the occasion, which was greatly 
appreciated by the guests."’1 One guest who was present said, "One of the best dinners | ever 
sat down to." Others attending include Mr. & Mrs. Bert Strout of Emporia; T. C. Kirkpatrick and 
family of Bachelor Township, and J. B. Mills and family of Bachelor Township.’2 | don't know 
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how the Strout or Kirkpatrick families are related to Elmer or Mary. It is curious that all of the 
relatives and close friends are just general mentions in the article but Strout and Kirkpatrick 
were called out by name. 


It was rainy around the time of the wedding, "We believe that John Bane should have credit for 
the frequent showers for every time he announces a party, it's sure to rain."’3 Under state news, 
"James Hamilton, ex-state treasurer of Kansas has been down investigating the gold mine 


excitement in Oklahoma. He reports as a conclusion, after spending several weeks' time and a 
considerable sum of money, that all the gold in the Washita mountains wouldn't make a ring for 
any lady's smallest finger"’4 Carriages were selling locally for about $125 plus harness.75 
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1896 Elmer and Mary Move To Sumner County 

After the wedding, the new couple settled down in Eureka. Just before Christmas, December 
11, 1895, Daniel, Margaret and Mary spent the day with John S. Eastwood in Eureka.’6 

They lived there for a time until the fall of 1896. In November the Eureka Republican announced 
that Elmer and Mary had moved, "Elmer Hall and wife have moved to a farm ten miles west of 
Arkansas City" in Sumner County.’” That location is near the middle of Kansas on the southern 
border with Oklahoma. According to the 1900 census, Levi Elmer was a farmer on a rented 
farm in Walton Township. Elmer and Mary both stated that they could read and write. 

Five children were born into the Hall family in Sumner County. 

* 6 April 1896, Barbara Alberta "Bobby" 

* 6 January 1898, Ruth Marie 

* 21 June 1899, Mary June 

* 25 February 1901, James Daniel 

* 11 October 1902, Lewis Elmer 

The move to Sumner county must have happened a few months earlier than the article in the 
Eureka Republican since Barbara was born in Sumner County seven months before the article. 
If the timing of the article is within a few days or weeks of their move, then Barbara must have 
been born in Greenwood County. Plus the article only mentions Elmer and Mary, indicating to 
me that the article was old news. 


Arkansas City is an important location for those looking to homestead on former Indian lands, 
particularly lands in Oklahoma Territory. The area around Arkansas City had been opened to 


white settlers 25 years earlier in 1870. The Oklahoma border just four miles south was the 
starting line for the run of 1889 and the famous run for the Cherokee Strip in 1893. 


While Elmer and Mary were too late for the earlier land runs, Sumner County was their staging 
area for the calmer more organized 1901 lotteries held in El Reno and Lawton, Oklahoma. 

At least one other person in Sumner county ended up in Anadarko; Dr. C. Ross Hume and his 
family lived in Sumner County and he later became a leader in Anadarko. Both the Hume and 
Hall families attended the Presbyterian Church in Anadarko.

Elmer had an account with "DLW" who appears to be Daniel Waggoner, a merchant from 
Indiana who lived in Walton Township near the Hall family. All of the purchases recorded were 
in May, June and July 1900. The items are all ordinary items you would expect a young pioneer 
family to need. 


This list summarizes the items that Elmer purchased from Daniel Waggoner between May 10 
and July 28, 1900, a total of 80 days... 


Food 45 $17.92 Meat (10), Sugar (9), Flour (5), Yeast (4), Lard (3), Vinegar (3) 
Tobacco/Coffee 10 $3.35 Tobacco (7), Coffee (3)

Miscellaneous 1 $0.25 Rope (1) 

Total 66 $24.21 


About two-thirds of the items were food related. Elmer purchased meat only about once a 
week on average and I'm not sure if he supplemented that with farm animals such as pigs or 
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chickens, but Elmer's son, Stanley, recalled that Elmer did keep livestock a few years later in 
Anadarko,"One time when we went to see Uncle Jack [Andrew Jackson Hall], and he gave 
Stella and me one pig each and we took them home in a wooden crate. It was okay since Dad 
had pigs and a milk cow already."’® The things Elmer did NOT buy during this time lead me to 
conclude that they already had things like eggs, milk, and butter on the farm. Therefore they 
must have had at least chickens and a cow. 


A complete list of items is included in the appendix. 


We can estimate the amounts of items that they purchased by looking at 1900 prices for some 
of these items.7’9

Judging from the purchases of flour, sugar, and yeast, Mary was busy making bread as she did 
almost all of her life. She became well known for her baking skills and Mary baked bread to 
supplement the family income after Elmer died. She used a lot of vinegar as well; two of the 
three vinegar purchases were for a half gallon each. She may have used vinegar for pickling 
vegetables or for cleaning. There was one purchase of a very small bit of chocolate which 
indicates Mary may have made cookies or candy as well. There was also a single purchase of 
thread, possibly so that Mary could make clothing out of the flour sacks.8° 

Elmer paid in both cash and trade for these items from the Waggoner store. His notes indicate 
that he traded hauling services for items purchased the same day or for items purchased in the 
past. In total, he paid $21.01 in cash and $1.50 in trade for a total of $22.51 charged with 
Daniel Waggoner. 

The total purchases of $146.31 average about $1.83 per day. If that average holds for the rest 
of the year, the family would have spent a total of about $670 per year on these types of 
necessary items. 
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Elmer also kept an account with Art Crowder. There was a plumber in Arkansas City named A. 
Crowder in 1898.81 There was also a painter and paper hanger in Arkansas City named A 
Crowder in 1904.82 They may or may not be the same person that Elmer dealt with. Also, | 
assume this is the 1900 harvest since it is right after the 1900 ledger for DLW. This account 
appears to be a little more oriented toward the farm work or a single harvest event. It is difficult 
to tell if Elmer paid Crowder or if Crowder paid Elmer for work baling hay but it seems very 
unlikely that Elmer would have had access to the equipment. Whoever did the work, payment 
was made in trade for bushels of corn, labor and cash. My interpretation is that Crowder baled 
four stacks of hay for Elmer producing 408 bales of hay. Elmer paid Crowder for costs and 
labor with cash and trade. Mary may have prepared lunch for the workers and they got credit 
for that; meat, jelly and biscuits were served. One curious item is the mention of the $2.00 cash 
that came from Uncle Jake. | can't find any Jake or Jacob among either Elmer or Mary's known 
uncles.

This account indicates that Elmer had available corn to pay for the baling work as three 
bushels were included in the payment to Crowder. | assume that Elmer kept some of the baled 
hay for his own use and sold some of it for cash.

The baler would have been a stationary baler, called a 'hay press,' designed to compress 
stacks of hay into bales for easier storage. The hay would have already been cut and stacked 
in the field before the baling operation could start and | assume Elmer did this work. The hay 
press was moved to the hay stacks on wheels by horses or tractor. In some models, the wheels 
were removed or buried to put the machine on the ground. The horses then circled the 
machine to provide the power. This machine also required four men to... 

1. Move hay from the stack to a man near the baler 

2. Move hay into a hopper so that the machine could compress it 

3. Manage and tie wire from the left side of the developing bale 

4. Manage and tie wire from the right side of the developing bale 


EARLY 1900S HAY PRESS OPERATION®? 
The Sumner county hay crop in 1900 was described as "very fine" by the Richey boys who 
started their hay baler in July and they expected to, "keep it going till spring."®4 In July, bales of 
hay were retailing for 20 cents per bale according to an advertisement by Pray & Thomas on 
South Washington Avenue in Wellington.85 In October, Mark The Grocer, offered baled hay for 
"25 cents per bale; good hay too."®6 Wholesale prices were much lower. The Norris Brothers 
were baling hay and, "Paying 3 1/2 c per small bale."8’ The Norris Brothers sound like they 
were providing all the equipment, materials and labor, just paying for the hay itself. If that 
assumption is correct, Elmer paid $7.30 to get 408 bales valued at $81.60 retail, a profit/ 
savings of $74.30. That is about 11% of the estimated annualized spending at Waggoner's 
store. In 2022 dollars, this $74.30 would be worth about $2,600. In the alternative, he could 
have sold to the Norris Brothers for $14.28 with no labor or up front cost. It is easy to see why 
he would have opted to harvest it himself; it was a good return on the investment. 
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1901 El Reno Land Lottery 


According to the family story | heard from Clara Hall, "Dad and his brother, Charles, decided to 
enter the drawing in El Reno. They agreed that if either of them were drawn, they would split 
the farm. One of them did get drawn and they split 160 acres between Anadarko and 
Gracemont." Another version from the same source told by my brother, Roger, "According to 
Aunt Clara, our grandfather and his brother both won farms in Caddo County. They moved from 
Kansas. Our grandfather's farm was no good. So he became a postman in Anadarko. His 
brother and wife lived in a cave until their house was built." A more detailed account was 
written in 1998 by my cousin, Rosemary Hall, "/n 1902 Levi went to try to get land in Oklahoma 
in the lottery (drawing). He was given 160 acres north of Anadarko, divided it with his brother as 
previously agreed. It was not good farmland, very sandy. Daddy [Lewis Elmer Hall] was born on 
the day Levi received the land---October 11, 1902. He found a dime on the streets (of 
Anadarko?) minted in 1902, kept it and gave it to Lewis. Mother still has it."88 The first 40 acres 
that Elmer got was on October 11, 1902, Lewis’ birthday.®? 

There were problems with the land runs of 1889 and 1893. There were those who cheated by 
entering the areas earlier than allowed and staking claims, people who were called Sooners. 
Also, there was a lot of chaos at the time of the run, violent arguments over who arrived first 
and more. 


The lottery of 1901 was to be different. According to A. Emma Estill, the Head of the History 
Department at Central State College in Oklahoma, "The opening to settlement of the Kiowa- 
Comanche and Apache reservations, in the southwestern part of the territory on August 6, 
1901, was the superlative event to this time in the history of Oklahoma. It was the most 


interesting of all openings, the most exciting. It was different from the others, in that the run was 
to be discarded and a great land lottery or drawing was to be conducted by the United States 
Government. This change in plan may have been in part due to the chaotic conditions that had 
developed during the last run, that of the Kickapoo country."% 
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THE DAILY OKLAHOMAN 

OKLAHOMA CITY, OT, WEDNESDAY 10 JULY 1901, PAGE 1 
The Oklahoma Historical Society indicates that Levi Elmer did not enter the drawing, rather his 
brother, Charles E. Hall from Anadarko, Oklahoma Territory did enter.?! 
There were registration offices established in El Reno and in Lawton according to the plan 
outlined by the government. Both offices opened at 9:00am on Wednesday July 10th and 
stayed open until July 26th.92 Charles Hall must have been in El Reno to register between 
those dates. 
The process appears to be fairly simple. Each person went to a registration office and 
presented an affidavit certifying that he was over 21 years old or the head of a family and that 
he did not own more than 160 acres in some other state, "Then he filled out a card with his 
name, date of birth, height, weight, and other information about himself. He was then given a 
registration receipt, which permitted him to go over the land and select a claim that he might 
want."93 Unfortunately, Charles Hall's card is not found at the Oklahoma Historical Society. 


There were thousands of people in El Reno and booths were set up to handle the crowds, 
"There were at first six regular booths where one might register, which was only a matter of a 
few minutes. Booth number one was at the Kerfoot Hotel; all day the Boomers lined up in front 
of it and no more than three hundred slept in line Tuesday night. It was estimated that ten 
thousand came into El Reno Monday night. There were over twelve thousand strangers 


tramping El Reno streets, mostly farmers and poor. Nine out of ten were farmers. Not many 
women participated in this rush, however, a special booth was provided for them outside the 
maddening crowd. Just how little preparation was made was shown by the fact that an 
applicant could only tell a registration booth by the long line of men standing, sitting or lying in 
line. There was absolutely no distinguishing marks for the registration office, not even a flag."% 


As you can imagine, the August heat in El Reno was oppressive. There were gamblers and 
games of chance, other than the land lottery, on every street. One 97 year old woman 
registered in El Reno.9% 
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The drawing began on August 6th. 
All the entries from El Reno were in 
one large box and all the entries 
from Lawton in a separate box. 
About 50,000 people were present 
PN TE Se to witness the drawing, "...when 
einen pill wt Pace Og. ot ‘wea, friends were successtul, 
> Wwe WEIR NOLS unfortunate ones instead of 
bewailing their fate cheered lustily 
as familiar names were called out. 
It was one thirty before the first 
name was drawn. When all was 
ready, Ben Heyler placed his hand 
in the El Reno wheel and 
withdrawing an envelope handed it 
to Colonel Dyer. It was passed to 
Chief Clerk Macy, stamped and 
handed back to Colonel Dyer. The 
Commissioner walked to the front of the platform, raised his hand for order and in a loud voice 
exclaimed, ‘Stephen A. Holcomb, Pauls Valley, Indian Territory, draws the first number.' The 
crowd yelled for three minutes, as much delighted as if every one had drawn a prize."% 
Even later in the process the crowd continued to cheer for each lucky person drawn. Assuming 
Charles and/or Elmer Hall were present, it must have been a great moment when Charles 
became number 557 of the lucky 6,500 drawn from the El Reno drawing and one of the 13,000 
new land owners in Oklahoma including both El Reno and Lawton drawings.9”

The official opening was August 6th and those drawn began to file for the land of their choice, 

the first 125 drawn initially and then an additional 125 each day after until all were processed. 

Charles Hall must have been present in El Reno on August 10th to claim the 160 acres, five 

days after the opening. A handful of people didn't respond when their number was called and 

lost their rights to a claim, but not enough to change the day when Charles was called. It is not 
clear which 160 acres Charles chose because the land he and Elmer settled was land

relinquished by an earlier settler. | conducted a search of all townships surrounding that land 
and of all townships surrounding Anadarko, Charles' address, and did not locate any land that 
Charles claimed on August 10th. He may have claimed something in the normal course of the 
process and | just can't find it; there are millions of land records in the US BLM Land Tract 
Books and no name index. So, although Charles Hall participated in the lottery, the land he & 
Elmer homesteaded was not the land originally awarded. 

Elmer and Charles' eventual homestead was the southeast quarter of Section 20 Township 8 
North of Range ten West of the Indian Meridian. Benjamin Carter was the original homesteader. 
Carter claimed it on February 13, 1902, and relinquished it just two months later on April 9th. 
Charles claimed the south half of that quarter the same day that Carter gave it up. Elmer was 
able to make his claim later for the north half of Carter's original quarter in two steps, October 
11, 1903, for the west half and on August 13, 1904 for the east half. Both Charles' and Elmer's 
entries were for "HE," code for "Homestead Entries."9 


Stanley Hall's version of the drawing: "They agreed to split a farm if either of them got drawn. 
One of them got picked and they split 160 acres. "99 


After the Drawing, August 1901 to April 1903 


It is not known if or how Elmer was involved in the drawing and development of the farm after 
the drawing and before their move in 1903. He would have had to commute between Sumner 
County, Kansas and the farm in Caddo County, Oklahoma, about 200 miles one way. Assuming 
15 miles per day on a horse or small wagon, it would have taken about two weeks to cover that 
distance.

Elmer must have been in Kansas in March of 1902 when Lewis was conceived. If he actively 
participated in the drawing and farm development, he would have traveled to El Reno, back to 
Kansas after Charles received the claim, back to Caddo County to establish a dugout or some 
sort of home and back to Kansas to retrieve the family. It doesn't seem practical to travel that 
distance so many times, particularly with a wife and four children in Kansas who needed his 
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support. Clara Hall told my brother Roger that, "Uncle Charles and his wife lived in a cave while 
they were building a house. "10° 

The most likely time for Elmer to have some slack time is after spring planting during warmer 
weather and before late summer/fall harvest and preparations for winter. Even that assumes he 
was a plant-and-pray grain farmer who could plant a crop and hope for the best, but his notes 
indicate that he had corn and grass from the baling operation -- not wheat or oats. Still it is 
hard to imagine that Elmer could leave Mary and four little children to cope with the challenges 
of the Kansas frontier for an extended time during the summer. According to Rosemary, Elmer 
did come in advance to get ready for the family to move, "He found a spot close to a creek 
where there was a kind of bluff, made a dugout there for shelter and went back for the family." 
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1903 Elmer and Mary Move To Oklahoma 


Rosemary Hall's notes continue, "The family came to the new land in the spring of 1903 in a 2- 

seated carriage (parents and 5 children). Lewis was 6 months old. The other 5 children were 

born on that land which raised corn, cotton, peaches."'' The timing according to Rosemary's 

story would have been about April 1903 based on the fact that Lewis was born in Sumner 

County, KS in October 1902, and would have been six months old in April. 

Rosemary's story doesn't say anything about supplies, furniture, keepsakes or other items that 

they may have brought with them from Kansas. A two-seater carriage doesn't seem adequate 

to transport much of anything other than the people and supplies for the trip. How did they get 

their household goods to the farm in Caddo County? We don't know exactly how they 

transported their goods but a few possibilities are... 

1. They didn't have very much to bring. 

2. They liquidated before leaving Kansas and planned to re-purchase when they arrived. 

3. They did have some things to bring and had them shipped via rail from Arkansas City, KS 
to the station in Anadarko, OK. 

There were trains available in 1903 both in Arkansas City, Kansas and Anadarko, Oklahoma. 
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1903 


| know from Elmer's testimony in the Land Entry Files covering the east half of his 80 acres that 
they, "first lived in a dugout on land. Moved into dugout 1st day of February, 1905. | built my 
house in July, 1905, and established residence there as soon as completed."'°2 The '1905' 
citation is a clerical error; 1903 is correct. This confirms Rosemary's story about the dugout 
except it places the timing earlier wnen Lewis was 4 months old. Perhaps, Elmer finished the 
dugout in early February, went back to Kansas for the family and returned to move into the 
dugout two months later, lining up with the story Rosemary heard from her father. 


The Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad offered round-trip tickets to the Mardi Gras for one- 
way fair plus $2.00.103 While Kansas was reporting a cold winter, Oklahoma had "bright, 
sunshiny weather with which we have been favored this winter."194 The Anadarko Tribune 
reported on February 6th, "We have had fine weather for improving our farms but are beginning 


to need rain."1°5 In Anadarko, Oklahoma Territory, the city sought bids from contractors to build 
schools in Block 7, Block 44 and block 52 of the original townsite.19¢ In Washington, "Delegate 
Flynn, of Oklahoma, has a number of facetious arguments in favor of statehood which he takes 
pleasure in relating on the soft leather seats in the rear of the Senate chamber..."197 


Elmer's December 1905 testimony apparently refers exclusively to the east half of his 80 acres 
but there is some confusion. In that document given before Probate Judge M. N. Gish, Elmer 
states that he has occupied the land since April 9th, 1903 and that, "My house was built Apr. 
1st, 1903, and we moved in at once."'° | believe the 1904 testimony about the house refers to 
the dugout and occupation by the entire family on April 1st.

As part of his testimony to prove his homestead, Elmer certified that the 14' x 16' house was 
built on the northwest quarter of the southeast quarter of section 20, township 8, north of 
Range 10 west of the Indian Meridian. According to Elmer's witnesses, Hugh Lambert and 
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William A Muse, Elmer's house was a'box house’ a type of structure built of "random-width 
wood planks nailed to a horizontal board at the base of the wall and then nailed to another 
horizontal plank at the top of the wall. There is no joinery or other reinforcement used where the 
walls meet at the corners. The seams between each board were usually covered with narrow 
wood strips, called battens. The roof rafters usually are simply supported by the horizontal 
boards at the top of the walls."1°9 According to Old House Web, the advantages of this type 
house are low cost, little skill required, fast to build.119 This type of house would have taken 
Elmer and Charles just days to build; Elmer's testimony that it was built 'Apr. 1st' doesn't 
indicate if it was built completely in a day or if it was finished on that day.111 | suppose with the 
right kind of experienced workers and all materials on site, it is possible to build such a house 
in along day. 
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Life On The Farm 


Clara Bell Hall recalls life on the farm, "Momma cooked on a wood cook stove. The boys cut 
and hauled wood to the house. On the farm we had to carry water from the well; It wasn't close 
to the house. "112 


The kids were a handful according to Clara, "Womma always made Barbara, Ruth and June 
underwear out of flour sacks. Then they went down to the canyon and slid down. Momma 
couldn't figure out how they wore them out so fast. ""18 

"About 1903 June read or heard about a parachute. She went up into the barn loft and jumped 
out with an umbrella. Luckily she wasn't hurt too bad."'14 Clara may have estimated the date of 
this story too early as | don't know that they had a barn in 1903 since they just moved onto that 
same year. 

"Jim had the best sense of humor of anyone | have ever met. He was always that way. One time 
Jim [James Daniel Hall] and one of the Beardsley boys, Roscoe, put a hat on the horse while 
Mom and Dad were gone. They decided to let the horse see what he looked like. So they took 
him into the house to look in the mirror. | don't know what happened exactly but | guess the 
horse looked into the mirror and got excited. The horse broke something and they got into 
trouble.""15 


Clara remembered that Lewis liked horses, "When we were on the farm, he would build a little 
corral out of sticks. Then he caught grasshoppers and pretended they were horses. 116 
Rosemary said that they raised corn, cotton and peaches but Clara recalled the watermelons 
fondly, "Dad wasn't a very good farmer but he understood kids. When he planted watermelons, 
he put one patch close to the road so the kids wouldn't have to go so far to steal them. "Lewis 
Elmer Hall took me to the farm location in about 1985 or so and the stories are true; it wasn't a 
very good farm. It is very sandy soil with sand rock just below the surface in many places. So it 
may not be very fair to say that Elmer wasn't a good farmer; it may be that he was a good 
farmer on a bad farm. Charles and/or Elmer probably could have made a better choice in El 
Reno since they had an opportunity to choose before almost 6,000 other settlers. There were 
good hills for building a sod house on this farm though. 

The children attended Camp Creek School which was located about a mile directly east of the 
homestead. The family lived here about 7 years until 1910 and made a living. So there must 
have been some success with crops, summer gardens and living arrangements. Three more 
children were born to Elmer and Mary on this farm. 
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The land is much different now than it was when the Hall family arrived. According to Elmer's 
applications for patent, the east 40 acres was "Timber (Scruby [sic] Jack oak) most valuable for 
farming when | get it cleared."''7 The west 50 acres was "Some timber & some farm land."118 
There must have been some pretty deep ravines or canyons on Elmer's part, so much that the 
city of Anadarko decided to make a landfill out of it. On Google Earth you can still see the 
remnants of an old road with trees along it and two rectangles of trees along the boundary 
between Elmer's and Charles’ property in the NE/4 of the 160 acres. This may have been the 
location of the original homestead but it is hard to say that with any confidence. A closer 
picture of the area shows the shadow of an old windmill in the left rectangle of trees which 
supports the idea that there was a house or barn in this area. This location in the east half of 
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Elmer's 80 acre homestead lines up nicely with the acquisition date since this property was 
acquired first and the other half was acquired after the move-in and house-construction dates. 


1904 


The "Life" newspaper in Anadarko published a list of property changes which included a notice 
that Elmer received title to the 40 acres known as NW/4 of the SE/4 of section 20, Township 8N 
Range 10 WIM. He had filed notice of intent to prove this part of the land in the same 
newspaper on April 2, 1904.119 

About a month later on May 4th, Elmer and Mary signed a mortgage in favor of a South Dakota 
company called the German American Mortgage Company. The note was for $250 plus interest 
at 7% per year and the mortgage covered the west 40 acres of their land.12° On the same day, 
Elmer testified in El Reno in support of his patent application for the west half indicating part of 
the land had been farmed, "about 12 acres one season."'21 The United States issued a patent 
the next month of June 25 for this half of their land. 


In Washington the Indian Appropriation Bill will end the Dawes Commission as of July 1, 
1905. 122 


On August 13th, Elmer signed up for the second 40 acres in the NE/4 of the SE/4.123 The timing 
of these events and location of the land matches with both Rosemary's story and Elmer's 
testimony in support of the patent. 

On September 19th, Elmer and Mary signed a mortgage in favor of Plum and Campbell for 
$250 at 12% interest.124 This mortgage covered the second 40 acres, the NW/4 of the SE/4. It 
was a one-year note.

On October 27th Elmer and Charles signed an oil lease to White and Golden for a 1/8th 
override covering the entire quarter section of land.126 
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1905 


On March 12th, Hazel Anna Hall was born on the farm. 

On the 14th of March 1905, Elmer received a patent for the west 40 acres legally described as 
the NW quarter of the SE quarter of Section 20 Township 8 North of Range ten West of the 
Indian Meridian.12” With this additional patent, Elmer and Mary owned 80 acres. 

Charles filed to prove his claim for the 80 acres immediately south of Elmer and Mary's 
property on May 18th 1905.128 A week later on Friday, Elmer and Charles served as witnesses 
for their neighbor, Jabugh Lambert, who was making final proof supporting his claim to the 160 
acres immediately east of Elmer and Charles. 129 

Charles and Elmer were sued by Fred Gavier/Gavice on June 10th 1905.10 | didn't find this civil 
suit in Anadarko in order to determine what it was about. Since it involves both Elmer and 
Charles, | would assume it has something to do with the oil lease that they signed together. 
However, Gavier/Gavice could be an official of one of the mortgage companies looking for 
payment. 

On July 1st, Elmer and Mary signed a mortgage in favor of A. E. Baldwin for $66 for the final 
payment on the west half of their farm.181 This appears to be a second mortgage as Baldwin 
noted and accepted $250 mortgage which had been "partially paid."132 Elmer's brother, 
Charles, and his wife, Amanda, borrowed money from Baldwin on the same day.133

On October 21, 1905, at El Reno, Elmer filed notice of his intent to prove his claim for the other 
40 acres of the homestead -- the northeast quarter of the southeast quarter of section 20 
Township 8 North, Range 10 West of the Indian Meridian.1%5 The homestead rules required that 
he prove five years of continuous residence and that he cultivate crops on the land. J. H. 
Lambert, W. A. Muse, Orville Green and Thomas Lambert agreed to be witnesses on Elmer's 
behalf. 
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Elmer signed another mortgage on December 4th. This time J. M. Campbell took a mortgage 
for $65 covering the east half of their property. This mortgage specifically states, "The above 
being for the purchase money of said land." For some reason, Mary did not sign this 
mortgage. '36 On the same day, Elmer testified in support of his application for patent on the 
east half of the land. 


WINNE & WINNE ADVERTISED 'A BARREL OF MONEY TO LOAN ON FARMS'"187 
Just before Christmas, on December 23rd, Mary and Elmer mortgaged the entire 80 acres to 
Winne Mortgage Company of Wichita, Kansas. This loan was for $550 payable in 10 years at 
6% interest.'88 On the same day, they signed a second mortgage with Winne, this one for 
$82.50 subject to their own first mortgage of $550. There were two 12% notes on this second 
mortgage... 
1. $41.25 due January 1, 1907 
2. $41.25 due January 1, 1908 
Elmer also assigned any royalty income from the earlier White & Golden oil lease to Winne as 
additional collateral on this loan. Apparently these loans were to clear up some accumulated 
debts. 
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1906 


At the end of 1905, Elmer and Mary owed a total of $621.00 plus interest, all of which was paid 
by the beginning of March 1906, mostly funded by $632.50 in loans from Winne Mortgage 
Company.

On August 24th, Clara Bell 'Ginny' Hall was born on the farm. 
C. Ross Hume and Verne Gossard were married at Golconda, Illinois and immediately "took the 
train for their future home in Anadarko."C. Ross was in Sumner County where Elmer and Mary 
lived during the 1900 census; Verne Gossard was a teacher for Reverend Fait at the 
Presbyterian School east of Anadarko.139 The Faits also have a curious connection to Kansas. 
Reverend and Mrs. Fait visited with Mrs. Mahan in the east part of Eureka, Kansas in 
September 1903. They were there to enter their oldest son, Howard, into the Southern Kansas 
Academy. A search of Greenwood County newspapers for 'Anadarko' indicates that there were 
several others who visited the area from Anadarko. The Mahan family lived near the 
Longeneckers near Fall River and later near Hamilton. Their daughter, Clover Mahan, was a 
teacher and spent fifteen years engaged in mission work at Apache Mission in Fort Sill and 
Mary Gregory Memorial school which was Presbyterian school east of Anadarko.140 


Continuing Stanley's version of the story, "Uncle Charles sold his half almost immediately to Mr. 
Beardsly, and that land is still in the Beardsly family. Uncle Charles moved to town before we 
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did."141 Actually Charles and Amanda Jane deeded his land to Clara Kirkpatrick and Clifton D 
Kirkpatrick on January 21, 1907;142 


1908 


On January 8, 1908, Elmer and Mary borrowed $273.66 secured by a second mortgage on the 
farm in favor of S. S. Arn. It was a one-year note at 10% interest. 148 


‘My Boy Jack' was playing at the Anadarko Opera House, "A story full of deepest dramatic 


interest, and illuminated with the best gift of the American nation, sparkling humor, is told..." 


In July Elmer and Mary again signed a mortgage, this time to Clyde C. Leech for $93.47 plus 
interest at 10% subject to existing loans of $850. This loan was paid in November and Leech 
released the mortgage on November 25th.144 Leech was the clerk of the district court and 
apparently made loans too. 


It was also announced that, "Anadarko is to have a moving picture show...that will equal 


anything in its line in Oklahoma and better than most. One of the attractions is a $175 
phonograph that can be heard distinctly for a mile."145 


The day after Christmas, Elmer and Mary signed a mortgage to E. G. Zeilhoefer for $314.00 
secured by the farm. This mortgage was secondary to the $850.00 debt that was already on 
the farm. This loan was due and payable in one year. One hundred seventy one lots in South 
Highlands Addition in Anadarko were up for sale for prices between $125 and $200.146 


1909 


Elmer and Mary were sued by S. S. Arn on September 8, 1909 to recover the $273.66 plus 
interest that was due 9 months earlier.14” Since the Arn loan was a second mortgage, they 
included others who might have a claim on the property including...

Part of Winne and Winne's mortgage was bought out by Arn before this suit. Elmer and Mary 
were issued a Summons on September 9th by Sheriff Tyre Baker. 


On October 1st, Elmer and Mary sold the farm to |. Q. Smith for $2,200.00 and used the money 
to settle the foreclosure as follows... 


* Arn dismissed the case and released the mortgage on October 8th148149 


* The loan to E. G. Zeilhoefer was also paid from these proceeds and released on October 
12th150 


* Winne and Winne's mortgage was released a bit later on October 29th by C. H. Smyth, Sole 
Receiver'5" 


* Fannie B. Willett of Cook County, Illinois owned part of the Winne mortgage and released it 
November 1st152 


On November 11th, Carl Edward Hall was born on the farm. 


Suits at Anadarko Tailoring were priced from $18 to $50 by phoning 73. The City council asked 


voters to approve a $50,000 bond to complete the dam and extend "Water, Electric Light and 
Sewer system" to the Highland Addition.153 
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1910 


After a very difficult year financially, Elmer and Mary moved the family to an 80 acre tract 
owned by Bertha Pickard. After paying their debts and legal fees, Elmer and Mary had a fairly 
substantial amount of cash. Assuming they hadn't paid anything on the various mortgages, the 
$2,200 sale of the farm less about $1,200 in loans and fees, they would have netted about 
$1,000 for their trouble.

Sometime between settling the case in October 1909 and the US Census taken April 26, 1910, 
the family had relocated but remained within the Gracemont Township. During an interview on 
August 28, 2001, William Stanley Hall told me that they moved to the "Old Pickard place" in 
about 1912. [We know now that this move was late 1909 or early 1910]'54 The Pickard location 
is a little difficult to pinpoint since Bertha Pickard had interests in several tracts of land near the 
original Hall farm. Pickard was heir to tracts in Sections 14, 20, 22, 23, 26, 28, and 29, all in 
Township 8N Range 10W. 


According to Stanley's account, "the old Pickard place" is located east of the main highway 
between Anadarko and Gracemont east of the homestead. It also must be fairly near Camp 
Creek because the Wichita camp was located on Camp Creek, close to their location. That 
creek empties into Sugar Creek in Section 22. Bertha Pickard owned the North Half of the 
South half of that section which is the most likely site of their second home in Caddo County. 
The census taker indicated that Elmer was a 'General farmer’ and that they were on a rented 
farm, confirming the change in status from an owner to a renter.155 

Interestingly Hersal Hall's family came to Oklahoma, probably because of Elmer and Mary. 
Hersal was Elmer's grandnephew, son of James William Hall and Lillie M. Brunk, grandson of 
Elmer's oldest brother, Richard. Hersal's parents were married in 1897 in Davis County lowa.156 
In 1900 they lived in Wyancondah in Davis County.'5” By the 1910 US Census, they were in 
Gracemont, Oklahoma, just three miles or less from Elmer and Mary's original homestead and 
the Pickard place. 158

Lula Foster taught the children at Camp Creek School. Barbara kept this ornate list of students 
and passed it down to her daughter Thelma Colberg. Those listed include Barbara, Lewis, 
June, Ruth, and Jim. Hazel doesn't appear to be on this list.

Under 'Sugar Creek Community' the Caddo County Tribune reported that Mrs. J. Owen spent 
Sunday April 2nd with Mary. 

One of Mary's sisters, either Barbara or Lydia, visited the Hall family in 1911. This must have 
been a visit at the homestead or at the Bertha Pickard farm. The newspaper just indicated it 
was Mary's "sister, Miss. Longenecker." No matter which sister it was, Mary returned to Kansas 
with her on September 11, 1911.10 
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In the Cedar Springs news, it was reported that, "Rev. W. A. Wilkin will organize a Sunday 
school at Camp Creek and also will preach there once a month."'®'1 Bad weather caused the 
Sunday school to be canceled in February but there was "a large attendance" in March.162 163 


Reverend Farrington of Anadarko held services at Camp Creek School on Easter Sunday. 16 
There was a basket dinner after the morning program, "then came the egg hunt of the 
children." 165 
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The Sunday schools were successful and a revival in August spurred talk of a church at that 
location. 166

There were 22 families represented in the census with a total of 103 children enrolled during 
1912 with similar numbers in 1913 and 1914. It was a pretty diverse set of children in class with 
the Hall children. 

Each census summary aggregates children by race and sex. Many of children are listed as 
children of E. Stecker and appear to be Native American names based on my experience in 
Anadarko, but that category is not called out in the summary. Forty-four of those listed as white 
in 1912 were probably Native Americans. | suspect E. Stecker was some sort of manager for 
Riverside Indian School or some other government agency in the area. See Appendix for 
details.167 
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Some of the names in Camp Creek School are familiar to me. The Beardsley, Wilkins and 
Kuwitzky families were life-long friends of Elmer and Mary and extended another generation to 
my father, William Stanley Hall, who made a special effort to visit his old friend Robert Kuwitzky 
in London when my parents travelled there in the 1980s. One of the parents listed at Camp 
Creek, Harrison Russell, was the janitor at American Savings and Loan when Stanley managed 
the office across from the Post Office in Anadarko in the 1960s. 

School records before 1912 are not available at this time. | assume that the Hall children also 
attended school at Camp Creek between 1903 and 1912. 

On March 13th Stanley and Stella were born in a sod house, "We were born in the Wichita 
Indian reservation on what is now known as the Bertha Pickard place. When | left Anadarko 
eight years ago, Bertha was still alive and still owned that same property[Note: About 1987]. "168 
That was a total surprise to me as | always thought they were born on the same farm as the 
rest of the children and that they would have had a regular house made of wood by 1912. "I 
wanted to go see Levi Beardsley while we were back in Oklahoma, but we didn't have enough 
time. | was named after Levi's dad, William Beardsley and Mrs. Beardsley was named Stella. 
That's where my twin sister got her name. There was a preacher at the Indian mission named 
Stanley. That's where | got my middle name."169 


Stanley continued the story about his birth, "The Indians were superstitious. A group of 
Wichitas came from their camp on Camp Creek and wanted mother and dad to kill one of us 
because twins were bad luck."

The family participated in the Sunday school at Camp Creek. One detailed article about a 
celebration on October 1st 1912 names Ruth and Barbara as participants in the program. Ruth 
recited 'The Lost Temper’ and Barbara also did a recitation that is not named.170 

In Early November, Miss Lula M. Foster of Bricelyn, Minnesota arrived to teach at Camp Creek 
School.171

The older Hall children continued to attend Camp Creek School. Clara attended school for the 
first time at age 6. 
Elmer certified the Scholastic Census in Camp Creek as the Clerk of district 123 in 1913. 


In August Harry Komalty (To-Ye-ko-yah) filed suit against Mary Hall in case 2511 in Caddo 
County. However, this was a different Mary Hall who lived in Carnegie and had no impact on 
Elmer and Mary.

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1914 Elmer and Mary Move To Anadarko 


The children continued to attend school at Camp Creek as of January 1914. They were 
attending Camp Creek on January 30, 1914, and by January 21, 1915, they were attending 
Anadarko District 13. The move must have happened some time in 1914 or early 1915. This 
move was most likely in 1914 after end-of-school at Camp Creek and before school started at 
Anadarko. 

Stanley's story indicates that unrest among the Indians was the reason they moved to town, 

"So Mother and Dad moved to Anadarko when we were about 18 months old."'73 This 

surprised me a little bit because it seemed like the primary reason for moving to town was the 

lower-than-expected income from farming. | tried to clarify and Stanley said, "They moved 
because of...yeah because of the continued unrest among the Indians." When | asked him 

directly about earning a living on the farm, "That was part of it too and dad needed to have 
more employment for [???] on account of having ten kids."174 

There is some evidence to support this story of Stanley and Stella's birth near the Wichita 

camp and "unrest among the Indians." 

* In August 1910, B. S. Dixon was riding his horse near Riverside school and was held at 
gunpoint by Sitting Bull number 5, who accused Dixon of being friends with the Kiowa 
Agent.'75 This incident was about 4 miles directly south of the Hall homestead. 

* In 1913, William Lefthand, "a Wichita Indian died in the Wichita Indian Camp about six miles 
north of [Anadarko]."'76 In December 1912, Dave Haddon died at the same camp.'”” This 
location is within a half mile of the Hall homestead and the Bertha Pickard farm identified on 
the map. 

Anna Fait described her experience with a death among the Indians in 1888, "...a// night long, 

the horrible, blood curdling death cry and the beat of the tom-tom filled the air. It was a severe 

test of the courage of these two, as to whether they could endure this kind of life."178 | imagine 
it was a similar experience for Elmer and Mary even though it was over 25 years later. 

Regardless of the exact reason, they settled in a house, "...across the railroad tracks from 

Hammert's Grocery...It was a whole block away from Hammert's. That would be Washington 

Street and it was on the corner. That is 101 West Washington."179 

Others were changing houses in Anadarko as well, "Wagons with movers in transit are a familiar 

sight on our streets these days."180

Stanley described the house where they first lived in Anadarko, "When we moved to town we 
lived on Market Street about a block north of the tracks on the main street on what used to be 
called First Street. And then they changed it to Sixth Street 
and now | think it is moved back to First Street. In other 
words it would be East Broadway and West Broadway from 
that street...we moved from that big two-story house and 
later a fella that | knew bought that house and took the top 
story off and made a larger one-story house and used it for 
one of his rent properties. "'8' 

From Rosemary's story, "When they moved to Anadarko 
after 1912, Levi went to Business College, then passed the 
Civil Service test and became a rural mail carrier. He used a 
cart pulled by 2 mules, which he kept in a small shed on 
property they rented in town. One time an ice storm came 
up suddenly: the mules could not keep their footing. A 
farmer let Levi use his barn for the mules overnight and he 
walked on to town, arriving home half frozen. Levi 
eventually had a town mail route."'®2 Clara Bell Hall 
remembers, "There were a lot of people who didn't get 
very many Christmas cards or boxes. So Dad would go 
sort the mail on Christmas morning and deliver things to 
people on his route." 

According to William Stanley Hall, "Back then people didn't have mail boxes in front of their 
houses. They would come out and meet the mailman to get their mail. Dad blew this whistle 
when he came to a house and the people would meet him at the front gate. "188

Margaret and Marjory were the second set of twins born into this family. They were born 
November 16th and both died at birth or soon after. | always assumed that Margaret and 
Marjory were born at the homestead in 1916 but that assumption must be wrong. If the family 
moved to Anadarko in 1913 or 1914 and the children were in the 1915 Anadarko school 
census, Margaret and Marjory must have been born in Anadarko at the house at 101 West 
Washington.

In June, Elmer visited with a friend named Charlie McKee in Carnegie.184 

The transportation industry was in a state of transition. L. H. Oldfield and Son were 
manufacturers of Harness and Saddlery at 103 West Main in Anadarko. Their January 4th 
advertisement included detailed services for "Automobile and Carriage Top trimming and 
repairing. "185 


The local paper recapped the year in an extensive article focused on World War |, called "the 
War of Civilization Against Germany. "186 


1918 


In about 1918 Levi and Mary moved again, "Then we moved to 332 West Main which was a 
block, the west end of the block of the Avenue Hotel and only three blocks from downtown 
Anadarko. That was when | was about four or five years old."187 


| wondered if there were moving companies and how they carried furniture back then, "Oh 
yeah. They had regular drays back then, horse-drawn drays, and | imagine that's the way they 
moved. Maybe Dad had -- well he had a horse and buggy because he, of course, carried mail, 
or he had a team of mules, because he carried mail out in the country out of a buggy." It was 
really crowded in this tiny house as all the children were apparently still at home. 
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Some relief to the crowding was to come, along with financial difficulty for the family, "That was 
one block south of the West Grade school building. Stella and | started school when we were 
six years old and our first-grade teacher's name was Miss Lauther. I'm not sure about the 
spelling. We went to school there two years and on account of high taxes when they paved the 
street in front of the house and the corner there -- why, the taxes were so high and so 
expensive there that mother and dad and all the neighbors lost their homes and had to 
move."'88 To me, this implies that they owned the home at 332 West Main; a deed search at the 
court house in Anadarko did not produce any evidence to confirm if they owned or rented. 

On September 12, nearly every man in Anadarko between 18 and 45 registered for military duty 
including Elmer who is listed in Ward 3.189 

The October 2nd news shows that Mary won second place prizes at the Caddo County Fair for 
best display of canned fruit and for her canned grapes. 199 

Elmer had an interest in the war effort even though he didn't serve. On October 3rd, he and five 
other postal workers sponsored an advertisement in the American Democrat for Liberty 
Bonds.191

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The day after the advertisement, on October 4th, Elmer and Mary traveled to Chickasha with 
Mrs. Frank Lacer and Mrs. Carl McKee where they viewed, " guns, masks, shells, bayonets and 
many other articles of warfare which have been captured from the Huns." The items were used 
to advertise the Liberty Loan drive and accompanied by a French soldier and three American 
soldiers, who made four-minute speeches in support of the loan drive.192 

An article in the Anadarko Tribune confirmed the family's location on West Main when it 
reported, "Levi Hall, who works in the postoffice, has a wife and nine children. All of the 
children have had the flu, and no deaths have resulted. The Hall home is on West Main."193 


The 1902 Sanborn Insurance maps indicate that 332 West Main is legally described as Lots 15 
and 16, Block 34.194 According to printed legal notices the taxes were delinquent on these two 
lots...

J. D. Hall was the owner-of-record for 332 W Main, Lots 15 and 16 block 34. These two lots 
sold to the county for $150.16 and $177.88 respectively [Paving Tax] and $75.66 and $95.91 
[regular real estate tax], the full amount of taxes and penalties for 1915, 1916, and 1917. We 
didn't find J. D. Hall during our deed search in May 2023, but we could easily have missed it. 
James Daniel was only 17 years old in 1918. It seems unlikely to be him because of his age but 
the tax amounts for lots 15 and 16 match the amounts listed for J. D. Hall and the address of 
those two lots match the address given by William Stanley Hall who lived there. Given Elmer 
and Mary's trouble with paying loans and the lawsuits on the farm just a few years earlier, 
putting the house in Jim's name may have been the only way to live there. 
This paving tax issue must have been a shock to small-town Anadarko. Paved streets were a 
huge improvement to the town, but taxes appeared to be too high for a number of residents. 
The regular real estate taxes were $22.48 and the new paving tax was over three times that 
amount. Average 2023 mail-carrier salaries in Oklahoma are about $28,134.00,196 the 
equivalent of about $1,117 in 1917 based on the Consumer Price Index.197 Assuming Elmer 
earned that much, the regular taxes were about 2% of his annual income, certainly sustainable. 
With the additional paving tax, the total tax bill was about $99.03, almost 9% of his annual 
income. It seems like there was trouble matching income to expenses beginning in about 1915 
and the family was just not able to catch up. 
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Elmer also had to register for the draft in 1918. This document indicates that he lived at 330 
West Main, next door to their old house which was sold for taxes. Elmer was a ‘Postal Clerk’ at 
this time and the document gives his vital statistics...

Elmer and 
Mary's oldest daughter, Barbara, would marry Theodore's brother, Samuel, about four years 
later.

On October 2nd Mary won second prize at the Caddo County Fair for her display of canned 
fruit and for canned grapes.'198 The next week she won first for canned peas, canned plums 
and canned tomatoes, second on her display of canned vegetables, canned peaches and 
canned pears. 1'99

Before the public sale of their house at 332, the Hall family moved next door to 330 West Main; 
they were counted in the census at that house on January 17th 1920. 

Sometime about Christmas of 1920, Mary received a Christmas letter from relatives back in 
Kansas. It came from Mary Ann [Mitchell] Eastwood who came to Kansas in the wagon train 
with Mary and her parents from Illinois. Apparently members of the family were gathered for 
Christmas in Eureka and wrote a joint letter to the family in Oklahoma.

The letter was important to Mary and Elmer and passed down, a reminder of their connection 
to family. It has survived about 100 years so far and currently belongs to Heidi Renee [Hall] La 
Chance, Elmer and Mary's great granddaughter. Mary Ann Mitchell Eastwood died in July 
1923. 


1921 


After only a month, the Anadarko city council reversed themselves to allow people to sell meat 


from an open wagon. The original ordinance was sponsored by local meat markets but the 
public sentiment became strongly against the ban after it was implemented.2°°

In early March, a rumor passed around town that there was to be only seven months of school 
because there was a shortage of funds to operate, "A committee composed of three members 
of the Commercial Club visited the schools, Monday, and informed the school children and 


teachers that there will be a nine months term of school and that any rumors to the contrary are 
unfounded." The funds were to be made up by an act of the state legislature, charging tuition 
or by subscriptions by the citizens of Anadarko. The Superintendent was asked to resign.292 


In April, Mary went to Kansas to celebrate Daniel and Margaret's 50th wedding anniversary.2° 
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1922 


In early January Elmer was listed as a subscriber to the school deficit fund which was 
established to cover a shortfall discovered in March 1921; he paid in $15.00.2% In total, the 
effort raised $5,546.29. 

On the 25th, Elmer was listed on the Honor Roll for contributing to the Woodrow Wilson 
Foundation, an educational non-profit. According to the local news, "The following have 
contributed to Woodrow Wilson Foundation since the last issue of the American-Democrat, L. 
E. Hall...$1.00." 

In late January Mary visited her brother, William Christian Longenecker, his wife Pearl and their 
two children Margaret and Opal in Verden, Oklahoma.

In June Barbara was married to Sam J. Oelke by Reverend Roach of the Chickasha 
Presbyterian Church. Barbara was employed at Youngheim's store. They moved to "DeNoya, 
an oil town in the Osage nation, where Mr. Oelke is employed as a rig builder." 

In the 1997 recording, Stanley recalls his mother's courage as she faced numerous health 
problems during her life, "That's the reason | haven't minded all my life having an operation 
because of the way momma was. She was a very brave person." He remembers her going to 
Mayo Clinic for diagnosis about the time Elmer started delivering mail in town, "...she was thin 
and weighed about probably between 80 and 100 pounds. They sent her to Mayo Brothers 
Clinic in Rochester, New York...oh Rochester, Minnesota | believe it is. 

We know now that Mary left on October 2nd for Rochester, "where she will take treatment at 
Mayo Brothers' hospital."206 Mary didn't return to Anadarko until November 21st, more than six 
weeks after leaving, "Mrs. Elmer Hall, who recently underwent an operation at Mayo Brothers 
hospital at Rochester, Minn., returned home Tuesday afternoon. Her condition is greatly 
improved and she seems to be well along the road to recovery."2°7 | don't know the nature of 
this operation as | thought she was there for diabetes. 


Other items in the news on the day Mary returned...

Stanley continues, "She was up there and we didn't have any money and Dad was working at 
the post office but he was just starting then as the city mail carrier. It was hard to make ends 
meet with all of we kids home. But she was there and she made her way, paid for her 
hospitalization, by cooking and working out diets for diabetic people...that's what she was there 
for...the diabetes. She worked, oh quite some time, in making out diabetic recipes for the 
hospital." 

The things she learned about the relationship between diabetes and diet paid off, "She was 
there six or eight months and when she came back she'd gained weight. She probably weighed 
a 100 or 125 pounds when she came home. She looked like a living doll; she was so beautiful 
and healthy at that time." 

Based on the number of pictures of Elmer, Mary and their children in Kansas, they went back 
home pretty often. Stanley Hall told me, "We visited Hersal Hall in lowa and | met his dad | 
think. It was either his dad or his grandfather. They had sheep running right around the house 
and | was just a kid. It really impressed me the sheep running around there. Hersal was my 
second or third cousin - I'm not sure which. They lived in that town where Rose Ann has that 
farm. His kids wrote us when he died. That was about 1922 and | went with dad. Every summer 
we went to Kansas, up into lowa and Missouri. He had cousins in Platt, Kansas and we stopped 
there. | was impressed with the swimming pool because it was ice cold. The kids that lived 
there swam there all the time and they were used to it. It was on the Platt River. And we went 
on out to Colorado. He had a cousin or something out there too. We went to the Garden of the 
Gods. We didn't go up Pikes Peak. We went to a little town south of Denver and visited Aunt 
Bertha Sours [Longenecker] and her family. When we first visited them, she and her husband 
lived in Springfield Missouri - somewhere out in the country." 

"Are we related to Ed Hall on the Tonight Show? Dad had a first cousin named Ed. He lived in 
Canadian, Texas. We went to visit them one time. Ed had two sons and one of the sons was 
named Ed too. | heard that one of those kids was a barber in Oklahoma City. | don't know if that 
is true or not. | just heard it somewhere." 
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"There was also an Ed Hall who lived in Kansas about 1920 to 1923. He called dad ‘Old Uncle' 
because Dad was only two years older than Ed. | don't know which one of his brothers was this 
Ed's father. He may have been a second cousin." 

"We went to Kansas to see Grandpa Longenecker and the family about 3 or 4 times in an old 
touring car. That would have been about 1922 to 1925. Dad died in 1925. We drove from 
Anadarko to Severy. One time we crossed a toll bridge and Stella and | were asleep in the floor 
of the car. The toll was per head and the man had already counted and told dad how much it 
would be. Stella jumped up and said, "You forgot to count us!" We would sing songs along the 
way and look at the country side. "298

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There were several cars in about 1920 that would fit seven people but it is hard to figure out 
which one the Hall family could afford. It surely was purchased used, not new. While 
transcribing a 1997 interview with Stanley Hall, he provided an answer to my question, "When 
[Dad] died, we had an old Nash Touring Car which is the Nash Ajax was the name of it. We'd 
had that car...he died in 1925...1 think about 1922. So it was about three years old when he 
died. He took us to Kansas and Colorado and all around on summer vacation. There'd be 
Mother and Dad and some kid in the front seat and there'd be four or five of the other kids in 
the back seat."209 


Wikipedia indicates the Nash didn't start making the Ajax until 1925 but there is a rather 
complicated explanation. Nash produced the Ajax in the newly acquired Mitchell Motor Car 
Company plant. The sales were disappointing and the company felt it would sell better as a 
Nash branded car. One issue was that customers who bought the car from the old Mitchel 


plant might see a dramatic loss of value when the Nash brand of the same car was introduced. 
So Nash provided conversion kits to people who owned an older car to make it look like a 
Nash. The kits included new hubcaps, radiator badge and other necessary parts. The 
conversion kits were free of charge.21° 


Elmer probably bought an 1922 Mitchell car and converted it to the Nash Ajax or purchased a 
used Mitchell that had already been converted. As an alternative Elmer may have purchased a 
newer car than Stanley thought. The Caddo Oakland Sales Company was a car dealer located 
at 116 West Broadway in Anadarko, just "Opposite Postoffice," and gives some support for the 
idea that Elmer purchased a Mitchell and converted it with a Nash conversion kit. No matter 
the car's origins or timing, they were pretty crowded on vacation trips. 


1923 


In April, Elmer traveled with John D. Pugh and W. L. Harrison to Oklahoma City for the Postal 
Conference.2"1 
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According to the American Democrat of May 8, 1923, Mary won a drawing at a downtown 
Anadarko promotional event, "Mrs. L. E. Hall, with No. 79,681, was winner of the first prize of 
$25. The first number drawn was 69,296, but no one held it. Mrs. Hall's number was then 
drawn"212

Good news continued in May when Lewis won a prize from the Lions club for "the best all- 
round student in the local high school."213 

On the 14th of November, Elmer and Mary hosted a class of young women from the 
Presbyterian Church at their home at 201 North 10th Street. | believe this address is currently 
called 332 West Main. The young men from the Bible school and their friends attended as 
guests.214 


1924 


In January, Elmer found a watch and advertised for its owner, "FOUND: Watch. Owner can 
have same by calling on L. E. Hall, mail carrier, at P O. and paying for this ad. 27-1" 

About 1924 Elmer and Mary moved 
their family to the east part of town 
according to Stanley's story, "We 
moved to what was then known as 
Pearl Run East Main. That was a 
block north of the East Grade and 
high school combination. That was 
when -- between second and third 
grade. So, when we went to school 
-- six, seven -- so it was between 
our starting school at the end of our 
second grade which we would be 
seven years old and sometime 
before we were eight years old. "2" | 
haven't been able to find any 
information about 'Pearl Run' and 
perhaps | am hearing it wrong from 
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the original tape. This location at 501 E Main was about two blocks from the fairgrounds and 
Elmer kept a cow on pasture there. Stanley and Carl took the cow back and forth twice a day 
for milking. 

Marketing wasn't a strong point for the owner of the corner grocery at 205 East Main in 
Anadarko according to William Stanley Hall, "/t seems like there was a little grocery on every 
corner in Anadarko. Momma sent Hazel to the corner store owned by Alexander. He was a 
pretty good ole Joe. Momma always bought something there. Anyway, she sent Hazel for 
something and he said he didn't carry this anymore. Hazel came home and told Momma and 
she said 'Why did he say he didn't carry it anymore?' Hazel said 'He said he had to re-order it 
too often. '"216 

In the middle of June 1924, the entire family left on one of the trips that Stanley mentioned. 
According to the American Democrat, "Mr. and Mrs. L. E. Hall left Saturday morning in their car 
for Kansas and lowa where they will visit friends and relatives for several weeks."2'7 The 
Anadarko Tribune provided more details of this trip, "...through Kansas, Missouri, lowa, 
Nebraska and California."218 As you can imagine, it was a long trip. They returned to Anadarko 
sometime near the end of July after about six weeks. The American-Democrat noted their 
return in the paper published July 30th, This article mentions Texas as part of their itinerary and 
that other family members made the trip also. 


Mr. and Mrs. L. E. Hall and family 
made a several weks trip thru Kansas 
Missouri, Iowa, and Texas where they, 
visited friends and relatives. They 
reported a fine time, good crops, and! 


| fairly good ones. The fruit in Iowa! 
was especially good. The trip was! 
made overland and the family enjoyed}

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Elmer documented this trip in a little notebook that | found inside the front pocket of his ledger 
from 1899. The pages are loose from the cover and the staples are slightly rusted. 


The cover of Elmer's notebook advertises Dee-Cee work shirts from Washington 
Manufacturing Co of Nashville, Tennessee. There was a company with this name established in 
1812 in Washington County, Tennessee, where Elmer's grandfather was born in 1795. It was 
established by William Chester as a forge near the mouth of Bumpass Cove and was sold to 
Elijah and Elihu Embree who operated a small charcoal furnace on the Nolichucky River. The 
company was dissolved in 1914 after 108 years in business. The Washington DEE-CEE 
trademark was first used in 1913 by a company in Nashville, also named Washington 
Manufacturing Company. The trademark was canceled in 1992.219 | don't know if the two 
companies are related.

It looks like Elmer was calculating the miles from Anadarko to their current location in order to 
check miles per gallon on the Ajax. There was a blowout at Ed's house in Canadian, Texas at 
about 22,582 miles. 
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On the inside front cover of Elmer's notebook, he consolidated all of the calculations from 
elsewhere in order to calculate mileage for the entire trip. Gas was about 24 cents per gallon 
for the trip. Elmer serviced the car two times on the trip paying 50 cents for grease and $1.80 
for six quarts of oil each time. The total cost for the car portion of the trip was $27.33 including 
gasoline, oil and grease. Elmer rounded the total miles traveled to 2,000 and divided it by the 
97 gallons of gas used for a 20 2/3 miles per gallon.

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The five youngest Hall children went on the trip and the five oldest stayed home.220 Elmer wrote 
to the children in Anadarko from Bloomfield, lowa on July 2, 1924, where he was visiting his 
oldest brother, Richard. 


In a typed document dated 22 March 1978, Richard's granddaughter, Alma [Roberts] Ullum, 
wrote about the visit, "/n the Summer of 1924, Uncle Elmer Hall (Grandpa's youngest brother) 
whom | did not list above, because we KNEW about him, his wife, and five of their children (I 
believe it was Hazel, Clara, Carl, Stanley and Stella) visited Grandpa Richard Hall and Grandma 
Hall, at Bloomfield, lowa. The two brothers had not seen each other for 40 years, but had a visit 
of a few days together. On February 1, 1925(?), Grandpa Richard Hall passed away. "221 


If Alma's estimate of 40 years between visits is correct, Elmer was only 11 years old the last 
time he saw Richard. Six months after their visit in Bloomfield, Richard died and ten months 


later Elmer also died.222 
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The rest of the reported vacation destinations are not as certain as Richard Hall's house in 
Bloomfield. Between the three newspaper articles in Anadarko, a total of six states were 
listed...

We know that both Elmer and Mary had relatives and friends in Kansas, mostly in Greenwood 
County. So they undoubtedly stayed there for a few days. The photo below is probably from 
the 1924 visit.

Stanley Hall reported that they sometimes visited, "...Aunt Bertha Sours [Longenecker] and her 
family. When we first visited them, she and her husband lived in Springfield, Missouri -- 
somewhere out in the country." According to Mary's grandniece, Mary Lou Norish, Bertha and 
Edwin lived just across the Kansas/Missouri border near Amsterdam MO.?223 

Elmer had distant cousins in Lamar, and Scottsbluff, Nebraska and they may have visited them 
as it was along the route to California. Lamar is more likely the place they may have stopped as 
Scottsbluff is more out of the way. The family in Lamar was Alexander Endymyon Hall and 
Sarah Ann [Rowe] Hall and their children, Charles Andrew, William Lewis, Julia Ette, Theodore 
Edward, James, and Thomas Marion. Alexander and Sarah's children were all born in either 
Scotland County or Schuyler County, Missouri, the same area where some of Elmer's siblings 
were born including Andrew Jackson, Elbert, Charles, David, John, and Mary Elizabeth. Elmer’s 
maternal grandmother was also named Rowe. 

Elmer and Mary's oldest daughter Barbara and her husband, Sam Oelke, lived in Whittier, 
California by 1924.224 So Elmer and Mary went there to see their first granddaughter, Thelma 
lrene Oelke. Whittier is in Los Angeles County.

Thelma was born March 22, 1923 and she would have been about 16 months old during this 
visit. 


From California, the family would have taken highway 60 which follows about the same route 
as highway 66 except for a few detours. From Whittier, they would have passed through San 
Bernadino, Barstow, Kingman AZ, Williams, Flagstaff, Winslow, Holbrook, Gallup NM, Grants, 
Los Lunas, Albuquerque, Santa Fe, Las Vegas NM, Santa Rosa, Amarillo, 

The only Texas relative that they might have visited on this trip was Ed Hall in Canadian. 
Canadian was about a 37 mile detour northeast of Amarillo. From Canadian, the family would 
have driven southeast to Cheyenne, Oklahoma and then rejoined Highway 60 near Clinton 
Oklahoma. The shortest route home was south from Clinton through Cordell to Hobart and 
then almost directly east back to Anadarko. 

In August, Barbara and Thelma came to Anadarko for a visit and the above photograph could 
be from that visit instead of Whittier, "Mrs. Sam Oelke and daughter of Whittier, Calif., came to 
Anadarko Sunday for a several weeks visit with Mrs. Oelke's parents, Mr. and Mrs. Elmer Hall, 
and other relatives." 


On the 10th of October, Elmer delivered the first air mail letter in Anadarko, "Harry Dryden has 
the distinction of receiving the first letter to arrive in Anadarko by airplane mail service. The 
letter was mailed in California at 11:30 p. m. Sunday and was relayed to Anadarko from 
Oklahoma city by the Rock Island and delivered by L. E. Hall, Carrier, Tuesday. "225 

In the county commissioners report of November 25th, Mary was paid $39.36 for 'P&l'; | don't 
know what that is for, "No 1682 -- Mrs. Mary M. Hall, PR. & |. claimed $39.36, allowed $39.36"226 
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1925 


On February 22nd Elmer and Perry Powell attended a weekend postal meeting of some sort in 
Oklahoma City. A few days later Elmer learned that his brother, Richard had died, "Elmer and 
Charles Hall of this city have received word of the death of their brother, Richard, at Bloomfield, 
lowa. He was 78 years old at the time of this death. Mr. and Mrs. Elmer Hall visited at 
Bloomfield last July. It was the first time Elmer had seen his brother in many years. Richard was 
then in poor health. Both Richard Hall and his father were veterans of the Civil war. He was the 
oldest of a family of sixteen children. There were three sets of twins in the Hall family."227 

In October 1925, Mary traveled to Chickasha with her sister-in-law, Amanda Jane [Elliott] Hall. 
and Amanda's daughter, Faye. Mary's daughters June and Ruth also went.The group visited 
Mrs. Lawrence Cerrotta.228 | don't know who Mrs. Cerrotta is, but possibly Amanda's sister.

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Elmer's Death 

On December 11th Elmer died, "The People of Anadarko were shocked last Saturday morning 
when they heard of the untimely death of Elmer Hall, the popular mail carrier on Route Two in 
Anadarko." 

Rosemary Hall reports, "/n 1925 he became very ill and died. The doctor thought it was a 
ruptured appendix. Later, as 6 of the 10 children had aneurysms (June, Ruth, Lewis, Carl, Clara, 
and Stella), the family became convinced that Levi died of an aneurysm. "229 

| heard the same story about aneurysms from my Aunt Clara Hall. Stanley had a different 
memory of it in 1997, "Dad had, | guess, Appendicitis and the appendix broke and he had...oh 
what do you call it when you have blood poison? Anyhow, it turned poison and he died a 
horrible death because there was no...he didn't want to be operated on."230 

The funeral was conducted by Reverand W. A. Wilkin from the Presbyterian church in their 
home where Elmer died. The obituaries indicate that Elmer came in 1901 and | have not been 
able to reconcile that with the known information about his arrival in 1903. 


Mary and eight children were left in the small house at 401 East Main after Elmer's death. 
Barbara and Ruth had already married and left home. 


Elmer's death was pretty sudden and unexpected. He delivered mail on Wednesday, went 
home sick and died on Friday. He lived an interesting life and made a little history himself. Key 
accomplishments of Elmer's life included...

Roger Hall described his grandmother, Mary's, financial situation, "She got a pension from the 
post office of about $18 per month. "236 

In 1987 William Stanley Hall and his twin sister, Stella Jane [Hall] Fisher told about their mother 
baking bread for extra money after their father died. Stanley: "Three days a week, Grandma Hall 
baked bread for the whole week. This was done on a wood burning cook stove-both winter and 
summer. She also cooked extra loaves to sell to a few close customers for extra money." Stella: 
"The smell in the house was wonderful on those days when she baked." Stanley: "School 
friends wanted to visit on those days after school and there was always a fight over the heels. 
One time | sliced the crust off of an entire loaf to eat with butter--leaving just a white block of 
bread in place of a full loaf. This only happened one time; | didn't do that again."237 

Mary also earned money sewing, "/ remember someone telling me that Grandmother Hall was a 
talented seamstress and that she made bridal gowns in Anadarko. "238 

It was hard losing a father and husband after 30 years together. Stanley recalled helping with 
the family finances after Elmer died, "/ was 13 years old and | had been driving a delivery truck 
down at the creamery for about three years. | really started driving when | was about nine years 
old. | delivered butter to stores. They'd call and say, '! want 50 pounds of butter.' Well, we had it 
done up in ten pound packages. So I'd get 50 pounds of butter and deliver it for the creamery. 
This was a part time job and we didn't make very much money but it was a little to help along." 
Elsie Vallier owned the Anadarko Oil Company where James Daniel Hall worked and 
advertised, "Service Spells Success."

Mary's daughter, June, married Charles Lane in Chickasha, "Miss June Hall and Charles Lane 
stole a march on their many friends and slipped quietly away to Chickasha where they were 
married Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock by Rev. W. A. Roach in the Presbyterian Manse. For 
several years Mrs. Lane has been conducting the June Hall Studio at 107 1/2 West Main Street. 
She will continue to manage this studio. Mr. Lane is a mechanic at the Anadarko Motor 
company where he has been employed for some time. They will continue to make their home in 
Anadarko and have the best wishes of a host of friends."239 A surprise shower was given and 
June's sisters, Hazel and Clara, attended.

All of the children worked to help make ends meet. Stanley described their life during the Great 
Depression four years after Elmer died, "/ drove the car. Dad had made a little box and taught 
me how to drive the car. And | put the little box behind me and I'd take Hazel and Aunt June 
and Aunt Ruth and every one of the older girls that was home, I'd take them to work in the 
morning and take the car back home. Then I'd get out of the car and run to school. At noon I'd 
go get the car, go get them, eat lunch, take them back to work, and take the car home and then 
run to school. That went on for a while and Klon Summers and Mr Omer who lived...Mr Omer 
lived catty corner across the street and Klon Summers lived a block west and a block south 
next to the corner in the same block where Mr Omer lived. They had identical houses, 
bungalow houses, built at the same time. They had the Omer and Summers 5 and 10 cent 
stores, one on Main street and one on Broadway. Since | knew how to drive a model T and also 
a gearshift car, they hired me for $4 a week. Now this is back during the big Depression and 
men with families wanted the job that they hired me to do, and they were capable of doing the 
job but they didn't know how to drive a car. So he couldn't hire them. I'm sure they needed a 
job. Course the $4 a week that | got from that went to mother to help with groceries and 
everything else that we needed."243 

In April 1929, there was an election in Anadarko to vote on a $50,000 bond to fund the local 
hospital. The polling place for Ward 1, Precinct 31 was at Rounds & Porter Lumber Company. 
Mary and Madge Hammert were clerks in this precinct.244 

At the end of April, Mary helped with a 'Miscellaneous Shower' for Mrs. George Kuwitsky. The 
Kuwitsky family were old friends from the farm near Gracemont and the Hall and Kuwitsky 
children attended school together at Camp Creek and George was a lifelong friend of 
Stanley's. 

In June, Viola Edith Oelke was born to Barbara and her husband, Samuel Joseph. Robert 
Elmer Reiss was born the next month, the second son of Ruth and Carl John Reiss, Sr. In 
September, Ella Lucille Hall was born to Lewis and Bertha. By the end of 1929, at the age of 
55, Mary had five grandchildren. 

Lewis, Bertha and new baby Ella Lucille came to Anadarko for Thanksgiving at Mary's 
house.2*5 It must have been a big crowd of about ten -- more if other local Halls joined. 

Mary helped people who were sick, probably related to her knowledge of diabetes gained from 
managing the condition for herself. ln December 1929 Mary was helping Mrs. Molly Miller who 
was, "quite ill in at her home at the Kiowa Agency.

In March the Moore Theater opened in Anadarko with 'On With The Show,’ an all-talking 
Vitaphone production by Warner Brothers, "At the preview showing Saturday night at 11 
o'clock the building was packed by movie fans anxious to see the Moore's first Vitaphone 
production. Large crowds also witnessed the same show Sunday, Monday and Tuesday."25"

Mary's granddaughter Ruth Ann Hall was born in Kansas City, Missouri in January.28”7 Ruth Ann 
is Mary's eleventh grandchild.

After a question-and-answer 
session, Hazel gave a second paper on 'The Romance of Flowers.' There were sixteen 
members present at this meeting and two guests.331 Paul and Stella came to visit for the 
weekend just two days later.382

There were 57 members and guests present for all four units, Rose, Dahlia, 
Chrysanthemum, and Crape Myrtle. June Lane was in the receiving line for the Crape Myrtle 
Unit.866 Ruth and Carl Reiss and their two boys, Carl J. and Bobby were Mary's guests on 
Tuesday May 30th.367 

The Rose Unit met on June 1st. Mary and Mrs. B. F. Guthrie were tasked with finalizing the 
plans for a picnic in July. Mary also won a prize for a flower game that they played at the 
meeting.368 On June 21st Mary's 13th grandchild, Paula Jane Fisher was born at the Anadarko 
hospital.869 There were no hospitals in Rush Springs in 1939. The closest hospitals were in 
Duncan, 18 miles; Chickasha, 18 miles; Lawton, 20 miles; or Anadarko 25 miles. Stella and 
Paul probably chose Anadarko because of familiarity and the family support they would have 
there. Three days after Paula was born, Mary had the 3rd place rose in the 2nd annual Caddo 
County Vegetable and Flower Show. Mrs. L. |. Bennett won first and Mrs. Roy Howard of Fort 
Cobb won second.°870 


There was some talk of war in 1939; a column in the Anadarko Daily News discussed the new 
insignia for the local 45th division of the National Guard, "National Guard boys, who had tossed 
their 45th division insignia away several months ago because it was patterned too closely [to] 


Mr. Hitler's less respected nazis, will sew a thunderbird on their sleeves now..."371 By the end of 
the year, Czechoslovakia fell to Hitler, Poland surrendered to Hitler and Prime Minister 
Chamberlain of Great Britain announced a state of war with Germany.$72 


The Rose Unit picnic was held on July 6 with Mary and Mrs. B. F. Guthrie in charge.378 

There was a large shower for Mary Eda Vallier at the Presbyterian Church basement on July 

3rd. Mary, June and Rubey attended.?74 According to the newspaper, Margaret Longenecker 

came for a visit, "this week with her sister, Opal, and her aunt, Mrs. Mary Hall at 216 West 

Kentucky."375 Mary also attended Rebekah Lodge that week and only 11 members were 

present.376 The next week on the 17th the lodge held a shower for Mrs. Thomasson and 15 

members were present.377 

Lewis and Bertha brought their family for a week-long visit in mid August. They actually stayed 

almost 2 weeks, "Mr. and Mrs. Louis Hall and four daughters, of Kansas City, who have been 

visiting with his mother, Mrs. Mary Hall, and other relatives and with her mother, Mrs. King, at 

Apache for the past two weeks returned to their home Saturday afternoon."3’8 

The first few days of September were busy. 

* Sep 4: Mary attended the Rebekah Lodge on the first Monday of September; the lodge 
seems to have met every Monday evening in IOOF hall on Broadway near the news office 
and Vallier's filling station. There were 12 members present.379 

* Sep 5: Clara returned home to Oklahoma City the next day after a week of visiting with Mary 
and others in Anadarko and Stella in Rush Springs.%8° 

* Sep 6: The Hobart-El Reno Presbytery were guests at a dinner and program at the 
Presbyterian Church; Mary and over 100 other people attended.°8! 
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* Sep 7: Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting, "The near approach of the football season was 
evident when Coney islands and pop were served the group at the close of the business 
meeting..."382 

* Sep 18: The Crystal Lodge of Rebekahs met in IOOF Hall, "for covered dish supper in 
commemoration of the founding and 88th anniversary of the Rebekahs. P. T. Corbin, past 
grand master of Oklahoma Odd Fellows, was principal speaker."383 

The Rose Unit met October 5th and the program had a Mexican theme. Mary and 17 other 

members attended.?®4 On the 26th my mother, Rubey, hosted the Crape Myrtle Unit 605 West 

Oklahoma. Mary and Hazel attended as guests from the Rose Unit. My other grandmother, 

Mary Rosa Ann [Read] Cook also attended.385 

On November 2nd, Mrs. John Pfaff was elected President of the Rose Unit, "Mrs. R. J. 

Johnson gave a brief outline of an event where her dog, Nadarko, recently placed second in a 

coursing event held in Kansas."°86 On the 15th, Mary went to the Social Union Meeting at Lola 

Baird's house. Mary and 21 other members attended. 387 

The Rose Unit held its annual Christmas party at Mrs. J. E. West's home. There was a turkey 

dinner and gift exchange. Everyone received, "...a boutonniére of kinnikinnick, berries and 

evergreens made by Indian girls in New Mexico.%88 Kinnikinnick is made from dried leaves and 
bark of various plants and berries.389On the 15th Mary attended a shower honoring Mary Belle 

Fisher, the daughter of church members Mr. & Mrs. C. D. Fisher. Forty eight people attended 

including Mary.39° 

On Christmas, Mary's children came for dinner.3% 


1940 


The Rebekahs held a bridal shower honoring Betty Cochran at the first of the year. Eleven 
people were present including Mary.392 Mary attended the Rose Unit a few days later at Mrs. J. 
R. Cox' home. Ruth Cox assisted. Ten other members were also there.398 On the 8th, Mary 
served as one of the installing officers at Rebekah Lodge. She was also appointed Left Support 
to the Noble Grand. Two guests and fourteen other members were there for the installation.3% 
Mary went to the Rebekah's meeting two more times in January -- for the regular meeting on 
January 22nd2°5 and with the County Council in Binger on the 25th.39 

Mary was not feeling well after the meeting in Binger and on February 2nd the newspaper 
reported her at home for the "past several days."897 She didn't get better and two weeks later, 
she was admitted to the hospital by Dr. W. W. Kerley,298 the same doctor who attended to my 
dying grandfather Cook in 1916.399 

Over a month after her first symptoms appeared Mary was released from the hospital on March 
5th.4°0 Mary didn't feel up to her regular schedule for a while. Mary only attended four meetings 
in the last nine months of 1940 compared to nineteen during the same period in 1939 and 
seventeen in 1941. The Rebekahs reported that "Mrs. George Nixon, Mrs. W. F. Spence and 
Mrs. Mary Hall were absent due to illness from the March 25th meeting."4°' | wonder if these 
three attended the February 25th meeting in Binger and caught something there. 

According to the mid April US Census, Mary continued to lived at 216 West Kentucky even 
though her son, Stanley, reported her move to 606 1/2 Oklahoma. The census taker, Bessie 
Leah Saylors, came by Mary's house on April 2nd. The census record shows James D. Hall as 
the head of household and Mary at 216 West Kentucky. A third line for their household 
indicates, "This space reserved for 3rd member of family who has moved away."4° | presume 
that space is reserved for Carl who was an assistant at a 'retail ice cream factory’ and living 
with Stanley; the census was seven months before Carl married Lucille.405 

The Crape Myrtle Unit of the Anadarko Flower Club met at Stanley and Rubey's house at 607 
West Oklahoma on May 23rd. Stanley's sister, June, was president of the club. Rubey's sister 
Ruth won a prize from playing a flower game at the meeting. Both of my grandmothers, Mary 
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and Rosa, were guests.404 Note that the Hall and Lane families had traded houses; The Halls 
were now at 607 and the Lanes at 605 West Oklahoma. 

The June meeting of the Rose Unit was at the home of Mrs. John Pfaff and Mary attended 
along with 10 other members.4°5 The Caddo County Vegetable Show was held at the National 
Guard Armory and it was a family affair. Mary and other family members who won prizes 
include... 

* Mary, annual phlox 

* Rubey Hall, French marigolds, single nasturtiums, mixed bouquet and double nasturtiums 
* Ruth Burnett, double nasturtiums 

+ June Lane, ragged robin, verbena, fantasy zinnias, large zinnias and snapdragons

France surrendered to Germany on June 22 only 42 days after they were invaded.407 408 


In mid July Lewis Hall and his family came to visit Mary and other relatives in the area.49 
Clara came for a visit near the end of October.419 Lewis Hall and his family lived in Kansas City 
and | don't recall seeing them very much when | was young but they did visit. Lewis and 
Bertha's daughter Ruth remembers being at our house at 607 West Oklahoma as a young 
child, "One vague memory is of all our Anadarko cousins with us on the side porch of 
Grandmother's house. We were anxiously waiting for homemade ice cream! I'm not sure what 
adults were there but | think it was your dad and Aunt June and of course our parents. Even 
though it melted too fast, it was the best vanilla ice cream! It's not really a memory of her 
specifically, though."4"" 


On September 1st, Oklahoma Governor, Leon Phillips said that he would appoint a state draft 
supervisor, "to direct conscription in Oklahoma at a 'council of war.'"412 President Roosevelt 


was pressuring congress for quick action on a conscription law.418 The law passed and was 
signed by Roosevelt just two weeks later on the 16th. 


In November, Stanley and Rubey Hall hosted a hamburger fry at their house.414 This may have 
been an early version of the Saturday night hamburger fry that happened at our house almost 
every week in the 1950s and 1960s. Mary was there along with my other grandmother, Rosa 
Cook, Hazel Brooks, Lynn Hall and James Pieratt.415 James Pieratt, Stanley and Truman Melton 
were all deputies under C. W. Hildebrand, the county treasurer. 

The annual Rose Unit Christmas party was held at Mrs. John Pfaff's home. Seventeen 
members celebrated including Mary. Hazel was not able to be there, but sent a gift for the gift 
exchange. 


1941 


The Rose Unit met early in the new year at Mrs. Guthrie's home. Eleven members attended 
including Mary and Hazel Brooks.‘16 

The next week, the WPA District Engineer gave a talk at City Hall about reducing accidents, 
“The efficiency shown in clearing the building of persons and equipment during a recent fire at 
the negro sewing room here was praised by Buchanan. No injuries or equipment damage was 
sustained by the fire, it was reported.” Mary and seventeen others attended.4'” Near the end of 
the month, Mary was reported at home with the flu.418 Mary's 13th grandchild, Charles Fisher 
was born in January. 
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Hazel Brooks hosted the Rose Unit at her home on March 6th and Mary was the assistant 
hostess. Lucille Hall attended as a guest.419 

Mary attended the Rose Unit meeting early in April at Mrs. J. R. Cox and Ruth Cox's home. 
Mary was among the 9 members who attended.42° 

In May, Hazel invited Mary to attend the Business and Professional Women's annual banquet 
honoring mothers. Including B. P W. members and guests, 50 people were there.421 The Rose 
Unit held a tea for members of the Chrysanthemum, Dahlia and Crape Myrtle Units at the 
Masonic Temple in the basement below the library, "Mary Hall gave the club collect to open the 
evening's program." Forty-six people attended including Mary and Rubey Hall.422 

At the Rose Unit in June, Mary won the prize for a contest about the presentation. The meeting 
was held at Mrs. L. |. Bennett's home at 107 West Kentucky. 423 

In July Mary was initiated as Left Support of Noble Grand of the local Rebekah Lodge. At the 
same meeting, the group honored Isabel Bruce with a handkerchief shower before she left for 
New Mexico.424 Two days later Mary and Hazel went to a shower for Josephine Gilbert.425 

The Rebekahs met at IOOF hall on August 6th and heard a report about a trip to Carmon. 
Sixteen members were there including Mary.426 The next day Mary, Clara and Stanley left for 
Kansas City for a visit with Lewis and his family.427 They spent several days at Lewis and 
Bertha's house and returned home on the 12th.428 According to Ruth Ann [Hall] Horne, "When 
she visited us one time in Kansas during the war, she took an old suit of Daddy's and made a 
woman's suit out of it for Mother. You could never tell it was a 'hand-me-down' and | thought it 
was amazing. "429 

Two days after returning from Kansas City, on the 14th, Mary went to a picnic supper at Mrs. 
Henry Street's home in Chickasha. Mrs. Street was a member of the Anadarko Rebekahs who 
moved recently. Mary and 13 other Rebekahs went.43° On the 28th the Crape Myrtle Unit 
entertained the other flower club groups at Masonic Hall. Mary was one of the guests from the 
Rose Unit. June Lane and Rubey Hall were there as well as Rubey's cousin, Lela (Cook) 
Connel. A total of 38 people attended.431 

In mid September Mary won first prize for her rug in the county fair.482 The next week Mary 
attended Crystal Rebekah Lodge where the group made plans to attend the south-central 
association of Rebekah in Chickasha.433 

On November 10th Mary and about 40 other Rebekahs surprised Mrs. C. H. Forbess on her 
birthday. 434 The Chrysanthemum Unit held its annual tea at the American Legion Building on 
the 13th. Seventeen members and 33 guests attended including Mary and June Lane.*%5 The 
next day, Mary attended a shower for Susan [Graham] Standerfer at Hazel's house. Rubey Hall 
also attended.486 On the 24th, Mary was elected First Trustee of the Anadarko Rebekahs at 
IOOF hall.487 

The Rose Unit Annual Christmas party was on December 4th at 409 West Kentucky at Mr. and 
Mrs. L. C. Gibson's home. Nineteen members, including Mary, attended.438 


On the 7th, the Japanese air force launched a sneak attach on Pearl Harbor.489 
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1942 


Mary continued her fairly regular attendance at Rebekahs and Rose Unit until September when 
she stopped going to meetings altogether. She may have been sick or hospitalized, but there is 
no known record of that. 

The Rebekahs installed officers on their first meeting of the year. Curiously Mary was installed 
as Right Support to Past Noble Grand but she was elected two months before as First 
Trustee.440 


In Berlin, "War and the resultant banning of dancing have brought a boom to the German 
cinema." In Luzon, "United States and Filipino forces entrenched in a corner of Luzon 


northwest of Manila have defeated a frontal attack by the Japanese in one of the outstanding 
American operations of the war thus far..."441 


Three days later, on January 8th, Mary attended Rose Unit hosted by Mrs. L. I. Bennett at 107 
West Kentucky. One guest and nine members, including Mary, were there.442 

My brother and Mary's 14th grandchild, William Ray Hall, was born on February 12, 1942. 

In March Mary went to Floyd Hayes’ house at 319 West Broadway for the regular Rose Unit 
meeting. 14 other members were there as well.443 

Only three weeks after his birth, William Ray died of pneumonia on Mary's birthday, March 9, 
1942.444 | think that her birthdays were never the same after that. 


MARY AND JAMES DANIEL SENT FLOWERS TO WILLIAM RAY'S FUNERAL 
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In April Mary went to the annual Rose tea sponsored by the Rose Unit. The newspaper 
mistakenly identifies her as a guest from the Dahlia Unit.445 

Mary went to Rebekah Lodge at the IOOF Hall on Jun 15th along with 25 other members.446 
Just a few days later Mary represented the Rose Unit at the County Flower and Vegetable 
Show. She won 2nd for flower arrangement and third for verbena and rose. Mary's own 
daughter Ruth Reiss took second for her verbena. Prizes in 1942 were 35 cents for first, 25 
cents for second and 15 cents for third.44” At the end of June Mary went to the Rebekah Lodge 
county convention. There were almost 30 who attended from all over the county.448 

Edward Richey Hall, Mary's 15th grandchild was born in July at Camp Devins Massachusetts 


where his dad, Carl, was stationed.449 On the 27th Mary attended a regular session of Rebekah 
Lodge.*°°

452 Clara visited 
for the weekend of August 8th between Rebekah meetings.453

1943 


Between September 1942 and April 1943, Mary was not mentioned in the news at all and | 
don't know what was happening at that time. Her usual meetings at Rebekahs, Rose Unit, 
Social Union met regularly and the newspaper listed those who were there; Mary was not 
listed. She may have been ill. Her activities after this period started slowly and this might be a 
further indication that she was not well. After she became active again, her main focus was the 
Rebekah Lodge. 

Mary went to Amber, Oklahoma to visit Paul and Stella Fisher in May. Amber is a small town 
between Chickasha and Tuttle.454 On the 30th she attended Rebekah Lodge for the first time in 
nine months. The group discussed holding a benefit card party to buy War Bonds.455 
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In June, Mary's 16th grandchild, Roger Ivan Hall, was born in Anadarko. Mary skipped all club 
meetings in June and then attended three Rebekah meetings in July including the

The 45th Division from Anadarko was deployed in late June to North Africa after the worst 
fighting was over.459 


On the 8th of August Mary attended the marriage of Mary Jayne Anderson and Lt. Newell W. 
Embley at the Presbyterian Church. Lucille Hall also went.46° Mary also went to three regular 
Rebekah Lodge meetings in August.461 


The 45th Thunderbird division saw its first real combat when it landed in Sicily. 


In mid September Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting, her first in over a year.462 On the Friday 
after the Rose Unit meeting, Hazel arrived from Ipave, Illinois for a visit. Her husband, Raymond 
was serving as Captain at Camp Ellis, near lpave.463 Crystal Rebekah conferred degrees on 
three new members and Mary was there. Members of the Binger and Gracemont lodges also 
came, including Pauline Beardsley, an old friend from the homestead days.464 

At the second Rebekah meeting in October, Mrs. Davenport was given her Past Noble Grand 
jewel. The group made plans for a benefit rummage sale to be held in front of the Cut-Rate 
Store on Main Street.465 The next week, the group reported making $55 from the rummage 
sale.466 On the 25th the group voted to give $5 to the War Chest Drive.467 

November was a busy month for Mary. On the 1st she was put on the committee in charge of 
the Rebekahs' cooked-food and rummage sale to be held on Saturday November 6th*68 and 
she went to the Rose Unit meeting on the 4th at Mrs. J. R. Cox' house. There were 12 
members present.469 Mary was among 21 Rebekah Lodge members who surprised Elvira 
Goodman with a shower on the 5th. Elvira had been ill and confined to home for several 
months.47° Mary attended Rebekah Lodge on the 8th and her committee reported the results of 
the cooked-food and rummage sale.4”1 On the 22nd the IOOF hosted Thanksgiving dinner 
prepared by the Rebekah Lodge. One hundred forty people attended and Mary helped prepare 
and serve.472 473 On the 29th the Rebekahs elected Elvira Goodman Noble Grand and 
discussed plans for a Christmas party on December 20th.474 

On December 2nd, Mary hosted the Rose Unit Christmas party at her house at 216 West 
Kentucky. It was a covered-dish party. Mrs. J. E. West and Mrs George Nixon were co- 
hostesses. Reverend Elbert Hefner talked to the group about a rose festival which was an 
annual tradition at his old church in Fort Smith, Arkansas. The group voted to hold a festival in 
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Anadarko at the Presbyterian church. A total of 21 people were there including members and 
guests.475 This party is the last report of Mary in the West Kentucky house; she moved after 
this meeting and before the 1950 census to an apartment at 320 West Oklahoma. 

Raymond and Hazel returned to Camp Ellis after a visit of over a week.476 Just before 
Christmas, the Rebekahs conferred degrees on seven new members; A total of 53 members 
attended including Mary and the new members.*”” This is a larger group of Rebekahs than 
normal. Just after Christmas, Mary was admitted to the Anadarko Hospital for three days, 
going back home on the 30th.478 479 


1944 


In 1944, Mary continued to attend Rebekahs and Rose Unit meetings. She also started 
attending The North Anadarko Demonstration Club. 
She attended three Rebekah Lodge meetings in January including an installation of officers at 
the Gracemont Lodge. The installation team from Anadarko included...

Mary's friend, Pauline Beardsley, was installed as Warden.480 
On February 3rd Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. J. E. West's home at 120 West 
Oklahoma.48! The Rebekah Lodge was growing; fourteen new members were added at a 
ceremony on February 7th.482 The next Monday a mother and daughter joined at the same 
meeting with 57 members present.483 The following week only 38 members, including Mary 
attended a regular meeting*®4 


After advancing up the Italian peninsula over the last half of 1948, the 45th division landed in 
Anzio in February 1944.485 


Margaret and | stayed in a little town just south of Anzio in 2019 and met a woman named 
Sarah. When we asked about Anzio, she volunteered that her grandmother told stories about 
how happy they were when the 45th arrived. Her grandmother was a small child at that time 
and remembers that the soldiers gave them chocolate. Sarah was surprised to hear our 
connection to the 45th through our relatives. Raymond Brooks, Bruce Dutcher, Carl Hall and 
Charlie Lane were all members of the 45th; Probably only Raymond and Charlie were in Anzio. 
Carl was detained due to illness and didn't rejoin the group until the unit was sent to southern 
France; Bruce was an officer stationed in the US. The people in Anzio also helped our troops; a 
photo in the Daily news shows an Italian shepherd leading the Americans, "Shepherd leads 
fighting men along narrow road, permitting them to avoid mines and booby traps left by fleeing 
Nazis. "486 


In March Mary went to two Rebekah meetings, a regular meeting with 37 members present and 
an new-member meeting when 51 members attended.487 488 

In April Mary attended three Rebekah and one Rose Unit meeting. On the 10th, the Past Noble 
Grands filled the chairs for a special ceremony. Mary acted as Vice Grand for this meeting.489 
490 491 On the 27th Mary represented the Rose Unit as a guest of the Crape Myrtle Unit hosted 
by my mother at our house at 605 West Oklahoma. My mother's sister, Ruth Dutcher was also 
a guest. The twelve members who came included Mary's daughter, June Lane.492 
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May was Mary's busiest month of the year as she went to six meetings. On the 8th, mothers 
were honored at the Rebekah Lodge meeting where 23 guests and 48 members, including 
Mary, attended.493 The next day at Rose Unit, a decision was made to hold a Rose Festival 
either May 14th or 21st, depending on if enough roses were available among the members. At 
least 1,000 roses were needed. The publicity asked for people, "..to call Mrs. Mary Hall, 
Telephone 854 or Mrs. J. R. Cox, Telephone 242."494 Some available roses were used on the 
13th when 78 soldiers visited the Anadarko USO Club. Mary was one of 17 people who sent 
roses to the event and seven members invited visiting solders to the Mothers' Day dinner.49 
The next day Mary attended Rebekahs where they planned to confer the degree on new 
members.496 There was another appeal for roses for the first-ever Rose Festival at the 
Presbyterian Church; the public was again asked to contact Mary at phone 854 to donate.49” 
The date for the Rose Festival was finalized for Sunday, May 21st. The club planned to 
decorate the entire church with roses and give each person who attended a rose.498 There was 
no followup article about the Rose Festival. On the 22nd the Rebekahs conferred the degree on 
five new members; 50 members from Gracemont Lodge were guests and forty four Anadarko 
members attended including Mary.499 Mary went to the Social Union luncheon for graduates, 
her first meeting with them since Jun 1942.500 501 Clara drove over from Oklahoma City for 
Memorial Day.5° 

Mary went along with Stanley and Stella and their families for a Sunday visit with Ruth Reiss 
and her family on June 4th at Norge, Oklahoma.5°3 The Reiss family had moved from Apache to 
a farm near Norge, Oklahoma about 1943, a dairy they bought in January 1942.54 On the 12th 
the Rebekahs honored their Noble Grand on her upcoming wedding and Mary attended.5% On 
the 14th Mary gave a brief talk on the Pres Ritos Camp in South America.5° 507 On the 26th 
Mary and the other Rebekahs decided to help make Red Cross Kits.5°8 July was another busy 
month for Mary. On the 3rd, the Rebekahs installed officers. The District Deputy President, Mrs. 
John Mingus, presented a Past Noble Grand pin to Mary and three others.5°9 On the twelfth 
she went to Social Union again.59 511 On the 18th Mary was guest at the North Anadarko 
Home Demonstration Club in the Deason home. She was one of four guests and 12 members 
at the meeting.5'2 Mary would later join and become an important member of this group, 
variously called 'HD Club, North Anadarko Club’ as well as other names. Mary attended 
Rebekah Lodge on the 24th and 31st. The group completed 575 'handikits' for the Red Cross 
and was waiting for materials to fill them.5'3 514 

The Crape Myrtle Unit of the Anadarko Flower Club held its annual tea at the community 
building on August 10th. May Burwell gave a presentation titled ‘Leave Her To Heaven.' Mary's 
daughter and daughter-in-law, June Lane and Rubey Hall were in the receiving line for the 34 
guests and 14 members who attended.5'5 Mary went to the Rebekah meeting on the 28 just 
before leaving for Kansas City, "where she will visit indefinitely with her son and family of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewis Hall."516 


In August, the 45th division landed in south France and quickly advanced through to the 
German border by the end of the year.91” 


Mary was back in Anadarko by September 20th when Clara visited from Oklahoma City.518 
The Rose Unit met on October 12th but Mary opted for the Royal Neighbors meeting in Odd 
Fellows hall. That group was planning a social and Mary agreed to help with refreshments.5'9 
520 Missing the Rose Unit meeting didn't stop the group from appointing Mary as assistant for 
the next meeting. 

On November 15th Mary assisted Mrs. George Nixon as co-hostess. There were 12 members 
present including Mary. On the 18th the Rebekah Lodge held its annual Thanksgiving dinner; 
117 people attended including Mary, other members and guests.*®' 
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Mary continued to stay in touch with the rest of the family back in Kansas and elsewhere. She 
attended a reunion dinner at her sister's house in November 1944. Anna and George Lee lived 
in Climax, Kansas, just a few miles northwest of Daniel Longenecker's original homestead 
where Mary grew up. Many familiar family names were represented at this reunion including 
Hall, Brooks, Lane, Cope, Chambers, Gray, Eastwood, Parks, Dauber, Wilson, and Boss. Anna 
had prepared the meal for Elmer and Mary's wedding almost 50 years earlier and was known 
for her cooking. 


At the first meeting in December, the Rebekahs voted to buy two $100 War Bonds. They also 
decided to hold a rummage sale at the Anadarko Bottling Works building in the 200 block of 
West Main and use the money to buy more War Bonds.®22 The Rose Unit met at Mrs. J. E. 
West's home on the 8th and answered roll call with a contribution to the Red Cross instead of 
the usual gift exchange. This was a tradition that originated in 1941.528 Mary went to Rebekah 
Lodge two more times in December, a regular meeting on the 11th and a covered-dish 
Christmas dinner on the 18th.524 525

1945 


Mary's activities continued at a regular pace into 1945 until a fairly long hospitalization slowed 
her down. She was particularly involved in Rebekahs with multiple meetings per month. 

In early January Mary went to Mrs. J. M. Bradon's house for the Rose Unit meeting.526 She also 
went to four Rebekah Lodge meetings in January. The group planned a rummage sale to be 
held at the Nu-Way Furniture store on Main Street. The March of Dimes benefit was delayed 
until February.°27 528 529 On the 30th the Rebekahs installed six new members.*°° 


Mary and 19 other members of the Rose Unit honored Ruth Cox at a dinner on February 1st; 
Ruth was the state president of the Oklahoma Federation of Business and Profession 
Women.531 On the 12th, the Rebekahs met and voted to give $35 to the Red Cross. They also 
decided to sponsor a picture show at the Broadway Theater later in the month.582 Mary and 
other members of the Social Union elected officers at a luncheon held at the church on the 
15th.583 The Rebekahs planned a school of instruction on the 19th and practiced on the 26th; 
Mary attended both sessions.**4 535 The Social Union of the Presbyterian Church met at Mrs. 
Giddings house. Nine members, including Mary, attended.5°6 
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The Dove Of Goodwell School of Instruction was held on Friday March 2nd. It was sponsored 
by Mary's Rebekah Lodge 95 in IOOF Hall in Anadarko. After the school, the group moved to 
the Arlington Hotel for a rose banquet served by Mrs. T. T. Fowler. 


During the next three meetings of the Rebekahs, Mary, along with the other members decided 


to go to Lawton for a school there, to hold a covered dish dinner, and to pay tribute to Noble 
Grands. 18 past Noble Grands, including Mary, were present for that meeting.59” 588 539 


In March, the 45th Thunderbird Division crossed the Rhine River and headed south capturing 


the cities of Nuremberg and Munich. °4° 


Mary went to Rebekah Lodge for a regular meeting and the group celebrated Mrs. Andrews' 
birthday.541 The Rose Unit was three days later and Mary attended along with 13 other 
members of the group.542 On the 9th the Rebekahs voted to donate a telephone call to the 
USO.*543 This program allowed soldiers to call home for free no matter where they were from. 
Mary represented the Rose Unit at a tea sponsored by the Iris Unit the next week.544 Mary went 
to the Wednesday Social Union meeting at the Presbyterian Manse on the 25th.545 That same 
evening she traveled to Binger to help install Theta Rho Officers there.546 This was the first club 
of its kind in Caddo County. Mary served as Right Support to the Past President in this 
milestone event. Twenty three young women were installed. Theta Rho girls Clubs are the junior 
order of the Rebekahs and were open to females ages 8-18 depending on jurisdiction.54” 


Good news was received over the weekend of April 28th when word reached Anadarko that 
Carl Hall was coming home from Germany after serving overseas for almost 20 months,

"[Major Carl Edward Hall] is expected to return home within the next 10 days on furlough before 
undergoing medical treatment in an army hospital. The officer talked with his wife, the former 
Miss Lucille Richey, here last weekend by telephone from Charleston, S. C., after arriving in the 
United States an hour earlier." Lucille had not heard from Carl in several weeks prior to this 
phone call.548 Carl just missed the liberation of Dachau concentration camp carried out by the 
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45th infantry, the 42nd infantry and the 20 armored divisions on April 29th. The 45th was 
recognized as a liberating unit by the US Army's Center of Military History and the United 
States Holocaust Memorial Museum in 1985.549 


A week after Carl came home, Germany officially surrendered .55° 
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uropean War Formally Ends At 5: 01 P. M. Today 


May was another busy month for Mary; she attended five official functions. The Rebekahs held 
a tea honoring mothers; Mary attended and her daughter, June Lane, attended as a guest.®5" 
The Social Union met two days later at Mrs. Charles Wilson's house at 401 West Kentucky. 
Mary gave a talk called "United With Us In Prayer."552 The next week, Mary and 50 other 
members of the Rebekah Lodge installed five additional members. Eighteen members of the 
Fort Cobb Lodge #283 were special guests.55° The following Monday, Mary had dinner with the 
Rebekahs and they voted to purchase a War Bond during the 7th War Loan Drive.5*4 The Social 
Union held it's annual luncheon honoring graduates and Mary attended. Margaret Ann Oelke, 
Barbara [Hall] Oelke's niece, was one of the graduates honored.555 We knew her as Margaret 
Ann Ellison when we went to church there. Mary and the other Past Noble Grands hosted a 
supper preceding the regular business at Rebekah Lodge on the 28th. 

Mary was the hostess for the Rose Unit at Hazel's house, 609 West Oklahoma, on June 7th557 
and Clara came for a visit on the weekend of the 9th.558 Rebekahs held a dedication ceremony 
on Tuesday the 18th with 44 members present including Mary.5°9

Mary went back to Hazel's house for Paula Fisher's 6th birthday party on the 22nd. Other 
relatives who were there include Lynn Hall, Roger Hall, Judy Dutcher, Mike Dutcher, Norma Sue 
Lane, Harold Lane, Edward Hall, Charles Fisher and Stella Hall.56° Mary met with the Rebekahs 
for a regular meeting on the 25th.561 The Social Union met at the church on the 27th and the 
group spent time doing needlework.5&2 

Mary attended the Crape Myrtle Unit as a guest. The group met at June Lane's house and 
Rubey Hall was co-hostess from next door. Fifteen members brought bouquets of flowers to be 
taken to Anadarko Hospital for patients. Rubey, June and Mrs. Perry Kern were appointed to 
distribute the bouquets.568 

During the first Rebekah Lodge Meeting of July, Mary was installed as Right Support to the 
Vice Grand.54 At the next meeting, the New Noble Grand outlined their work for the term for 
Mary and 42 other members.5® On the 21st there was a birthday party for Edward Hall's third 
birthday; relatives who went included Paula and Charles Fisher, Roger Hall and Mary.56§ Two 
days later Mary attended the Rebekah picnic on July 23rd at Randlett Park.5¢” At the end of 
July Mary was admitted to the Anadarko Hospital and was there for over a month and finally 
released September 4th.568 569 

While Mary was in the hospital her sister, Barbara Cope died in Fall River, Kansas. After taking 
a month off from her usual activities, Mary eased back into her social life in early November at 
the Rose Unit meeting with eleven other members. 

In December Mary went back to Rebekah Lodge for their regular meeting on the 3rd. On the 
6th Mary went to the Rose Unit Christmas reception at the Community Building. June Lane and 
Rubey Hall were there representing the Crape Myrtle Unit.5”° Rebekah mystery pals were 
revealed at their meeting on the 17th with a gift exchange. Forty one members were there 
including Mary.” 

Right after Christmas 1945, Mary's 17th grandson, born to Carl Edward and Lucille [Richey] 
Hall, died shortly after birth.572 


1946 


Mary continued to take it easy in January but increased her attendance at Rebekah Lodge at 
the end of the year. 

She went to the Rose Unit meeting right after the first of the year along with eleven other 
regular members.5’3 Near the end of the month, Mary went to a regular meeting of the 
Rebekahs at IOOF hall. 

In February, Mary picked up her regular schedule. On the 7th Mary hosted the Rose Unit 
meeting at Hazel's house; Rubey Hall and Lela Connell were guests.5”4 Mary was one of the 
Past Noble Grands honored by the Rebekahs at a Valentine dinner on the 11th. 64 members 
were present.5’5 Mary went to the Social Union luncheon and program in the Presbyterian 
Church basement on the 15th. She went to regular Rebekah Lodge meetings on the 18th and 
25th. On the 27th Mary went to Mrs W. N. Courtney's house at 513 West Oklahoma for the 
Social Union meeting.5”6 

Mary went to the first Rebekah Lodge meeting on the 4th of March®’’ and then to the Rose 
Unit meeting on the 7th. The Rose Unit group sang happy birthday to Ruth Cox (8th) and Mary 
(9th).578 On the 13th Mary hosted the Social Union at 329 West Oklahoma. Rubey Hall was a 
guest.§79 | don't know if this address was where Mary lived or if she hosted at someone else's 
apartment. 

April was a very busy month for Mary with seven events recognized in the news. She went to 
Rose Unit at Mrs. J. E. West's house on the 4th.589 The next week on the 10th, Mary went to 
Social Union for a covered-dish luncheon in the church basement.58! Lewis and Bertha and 
their children came for the Easter holiday with Mary and other relatives in the area.582 The 
Rebekahs observed the 127th anniversary of American Odd Fellowship with a covered-dish 
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dinner among forty-four members including Mary.583 Two days later on the 24th, Mary met with 
the Social Union at Mrs. James Giddings’ house.584 The newspaper publicized the Rose 
Festival and asked local gardeners who were willing to donate roses to "call one of the 
members of the committee -- Mrs George Nixon, 803-J, Mrs. Mary Hall, 618 or Mrs. J. R. Cox, 
242."585 Mary met with the Rebekahs again on the 29th. 

On May 2nd the Rose Unit made final plans for the Rose Festival and Mary read a paper called 
‘Propagating Madonna Lilies.'586 The Rose Festival was held three days later at the 
Presbyterian church and Mary was on the decorations committee.58” Mary attended a regular 
meeting of Rebekahs the next evening.58® On Wednesday Mary and 16 other members of 
Social Union studied Foreign Missions at Mrs Sam Wilhite's house.589 The next week on 
Monday, Mary and the other Rebekahs planned a party for the soldiers in the Borden General 
Hospital in Chickasha.59° 


The William C Borden General Hospital was a temporary 1400 bed hospital ready for soldiers in 
March 1943 and the last patient was discharged in September 1946.59" It was located roughly 


in the area of the present Chickasha High School, Grady Memorial Hospital and Borden 
Park.592 The hospital consisted of about 70 buildings scattered over several acres just south of 
State Highway 9 between North 18th Street on the East and Line Creek on the west.593 


Mary's 18th grandchild, Mary Kay Hall, was born in June. 

On July 1st Mary was at the Rebekah Lodge when Myrtle Garrett was installed as Noble 
Grand.594 The next week, committees were assigned for the new term and Mary served on the 
Finance Committee with Mrs. Joe Harp.59 Mary attended a regular meeting of Rebekahs on 
the 15th.596 

Mary and the other Rebekahs entertained members of the Oddfellows Lodge with a family 
picnic supper on the August 6th.59” On the 9th Mary was a guest at the Crape Myrtle Unit 
watermelon party at the First Methodist Church. Rubey Hall and June Lane were also there.59 
Mary went to two additional Rebekah Lodge meetings in August, one on the 12th and one on 
the 26th.599 600 

Mary went to a Mexican dinner on October 3rd with other members of the Rose Unit at Mrs. 
Ralph Williams's house.©°' Mary went to five Rebekah events in October. 

Between all the Rebekah Lodge duties, Mary managed to attend Social Union on the 9th to 
honor early-day pioneer Mrs. S. V. Fait on her birthday.®°2 Mrs. Fait came to Caddo County in 
1889, fourteen years before Mary and Elmer.6°3 She went to Social Union again on the 23rd 
when the group entertained Guild Members. 

On November 7th eleven members of the Rose Unit, including Mary, met at Mrs. H. A. 
Schrock's house in Old Town which was located along the south side of the river east of the 
highway to Gracemont.6° On Monday the 11th, Mary and 25 other Rebekahs planned for a 
party the next Monday. Mary met with the Social Union on Wednesday.®°” Its interesting that 
26 people planned the Rebekah party and 83 showed up for, "Chrystal Room Night Club." 
On December 6th Mary, Mrs. J. E. West and Mrs Mary Schillberg served Christmas supper to 
19 members and guests of the Rose Unit at the First Methodist Church.6°9 Mary attended 
Rebekah Lodge on the 9th and attendance was down again versus the November party.®1° 


In the news, eighty-eight men were discharged from military service while twenty registered for 
the draft.6"1 


1947 


The Rebekah Lodge continued to be a big part of Mary's life in 1947 but she was not as active 
during the summer. 
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Mary met with the Rose Unit early in January at Mrs. J. R. Cox's house.®!2 Mary's 19th 
grandchild, Earl Kent Hall, was born in Anadarko.613 The next day Mary went to Rebekah 
Lodge where they planned for installation the next Monday.®14 On Wednesday Mary went to 
Mrs. Mae Mittleberger's house at 516 West Broadway for Social Union.615 On Monday the 13th, 
Mary served as Deputy Outside Guardian for the Installation team. 142 members and guests 
attended.®16 The next day, Mary went to the Anadarko Farm Club meeting at Mrs. Foy Price's 
house, 603 West Oklahoma.®1’ This may or may not be the same as the North Anadarko Home 
Demonstration Club but it seems likely they are both the same. The next two Mondays were 
devoted to Rebekah Lodge. On the 20th 44 members, including Mary, made plans for the 
installation.618 On the 27th, 10 guests and 58 members came to the installation including Mary 
and her old friend from the early homesteading years, Pauline Beardsley. The group also voted 
to give $15 to the March of Dimes.619 

During the first Rebekah meeting of February, Mary and all other Past Grands were honored by 
the 52 members who were there.®20 On the 6th, Mary and 67 other members of the Anadarko 
Garden Club attended a Martha Washington Tea hosted by the Rose Unit.2! On the next 
Wednesday, Mary went to a Valentine party at the Social Union in the Presbyterian Church.®22 
On the 24th, Mary and the other Rebekahs voted to grant $16 to help rebuild IOOF lodges 
destroyed by war in Europe.623 

On March 6th Mary attended the Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. Braden's house.®24 On Monday the 
10th, Mary and 48 other members practiced for a school to be held in April. There was a report 
on the rummage sale held on the previous Saturday which Mary did not attend.®25 On the 25th, 
Mary and ten other members of Social Union attended a two-day Presbyterial in Altus.626 At the 
last meeting of the month, Rebekahs practiced again for the April school and Mary was 
there.627 

Mary was not mentioned in the news during April. 

The annual rose festival was cancelled by the Rose Unit at their May 1st meeting. Fifteen 
members including Mary were involved in the decision, but no reasons for the cancellation 
were mentioned by the newspaper. 628 

Mary went to Rebekah Lodge on the 16th and helped plan the initiation for Gracemont 
Lodge.®29 The rest of the week was busy with Lewis and Bertha's family visiting from Kansas 
City.680 Mary went to Rebekahs again on the 23rd for a regular meeting.®" 

There were no activities found for Mary in July, August or September after a search of the 
easily available local newspapers. 

There was another very sad time in October 1947 when Mary and Elmer's daughter Hazel Anna 
Hall [Brooks] died during childbirth. Both of the twin boys also died during the birth. The family 
was shocked by the news. Cora and John Longenecker wrote from Eldorado, Kansas, "We 
were so shocked and needless to say grief stricken by the suddenness of the news we got last 
night and are so concerned about your welfare on your trip home..." Apparently Mary was in 
California with Barbara when Hazel and the twins died. Cora continues, "...but was so glad 
Barbara could go with you."®2 Funeral services for Hazel and the twins were held October 7th 
at the Presbyterian church where we attended until moving to California in 1989.

She was a real good cook. | think she got this from 
Momma [Mary Mahala (Longenecker) Hall]. She loved antiques. Hazel liked to give the kids 
drums and the noisiest things she could find for gifts.

In November Mary went to two Rebekah Lodge meetings -- a regular meeting on the 17th and 
the election on the 24th. 634 635 
December was one of Mary's busiest months in 1947; she went to five Rebekah Lodge events 
and one Social Union meeting. 
* Dec 1st: Rebekah Lodge conferred degree®6 
Dec 8th: Rebekah Lodge conferred degree®3” 
Dec 10th: Social Union met at Mrs. Elsie Vallier's house and made plans to furnish the 
Sunday school classroom.®38 
Dec 15th: Regular Rebekah Lodge meeting and, 'Mary Hall, Past Noble Grand, presented 
serving dishes as a Christmas gift to the Lodge. "69 
Dec 22nd: Mary was a guest of the Past Matrons Club of the Order of the Eastern Star at the 
Masonic Temple.®4° 
Dec 29th: Mary and 42 other Rebekahs met for their regular meeting.®*' 


1948 


Mary focused on Rebekah and Social Union activities in 1948. 

In early January the Rebekah Lodge installed officers. 3 visitors and 50 members were there 
including Mary.42 The next week, on the 12th, degrees were conferred on two new members of 
the Rebekah Lodge.®43 Mary gave the devotional at a mid-month Social Union meeting at the 
Presbyterian Church.®44 
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In February Mary went to three Rebekah and two Social Union meetings. On the 11th Mary 
gave the opening prayer at a Social Union luncheon where the group of 14 women discussed 
reopening the nursery during church.645 At the second Social Union meeting, Mrs. Courtney 
spoke to the group.®46 Mary attended a regular meeting of Rebekah Lodge on the 2nd®4” and 
Mary was one of seventeen past Noble Grands honored by the Lodge on the 13th.648 The 
Rebekahs conferred five degrees on new members on the 23rd.649 

Mary was mentioned as a member of the conservation committee of the Anadarko Flower 
Club, even though she doesn't seem to have attended for nine months.6° On March 10th Mary 
was one of three hostesses of the Social Union.651 The Anadarko Rebekahs helped open a new 
Lodge at Lookeba on the 15th.®2 On the 24th Mary and 13 other members heard a lesson led 
by Mrs. Denny.®3 

On April 1st Mary and other members of the Rose Unit discussed future events.®4 The next 
week, the Rebekahs made plans to attend a session in Oklahoma City and the group decided 
to give the flower fund for April to a special hospital fund at the IOOF home in Checotah, 
Oklahoma.®5 The next Monday, the group planned a Sunday benefit dinner for April 25th at the 
Community Building and to invite the public. Dinners were priced at $1.00 per plate.655 Mary 
was involved in another dinner served by the Social Union to the Eastern Star School of 
Instruction. Rubey Hall was also involved in planning that event.67 

Mary was not mentioned in May activities as far as | can find. 

In June, July and August Mary limited her activities to Rebekah Lodge. Mary attended two 
events in June. On the 7th the Lodge conferred a degree on one new member®58 and on the 
28th, Mary attended a party after the regular meeting was adjourned.®9 

On the 12th of July new officers were installed at the Rebekah Lodge; 48 members were there 
including Mary.§6° On the 19th, the Rebekahs' degree team practiced." 

On August 3rd, the Rebekahs decided to serve lunch during the Indian Fair at IOOF hall.662 The 
planning continued the next week.®63 After the fair, on the 31st, Mary and 50 other members 
met at IOOF hall for a regular meeting.&64 

After a busy month at the Indian Fair, Mary went to a shower honoring Pat Mark and Ronald 
Thompson at the church on September 2nd.®5 On the 8th, Mary was hostess for the Social 
Union where they decided to hold a rummage sale in October.666 On the 13th, Mary went to 
Rebekah Lodge for a regular meeting.®°7” 

Mary took a break from public meetings for nearly a month. Near the end of October she 
attended Social Union with 15 other members and 2 guests. The group met at Mrs. Everett 
Pool's house and was urged to contact Mrs. J. C. Best, chair of Pack-A-Towel for the United 
Council of Church Women. The towels were sent abroad.®68 

In November Mary attended two Rebekah Lodge meetings, on the 1st to install new members 
and the 22nd to honor a member.®69 670 Between those two meetings, Mary attended the 
Thanksgiving program held by the Social Union on the 10th.671 

In December, Mary attended a Yuletide Meet sponsored by the Rose Unit in our future house at 
302 West Central. The house belonged to Mrs. Anna Dixon at that time. At this meeting, Mary 
gave a talk on 'Trees, Flowers and Herbs of the Bible,’ stating that, "many of these trees are 
familiar with us today, including the first trees mentioned in the Bible, the fig and olive trees.: 
Also mentioned in Mrs. Hall’s talk was Jonah’s gourd vine and Frankincense and Myrrh which 
are perfumes extracted from trees in Arabia along with the gold which was presented by the 
wise men to the Christ Child.6”2 The Christmas story was also the topic at the Social Union 
meeting held at Mrs. L. C. Vallier's home on the 8th.6”3 Carl and Lucille Hall hosted a large 
family dinner at their house right after Christmas on Sunday the 26th.

In 1949, Mary followed a fairly typical pattern of attending meetings, except that she 
emphasized Social Union and Rose Unit more than last year and Rebekah Lodge less than last 
year. Overall, she increased her activities to 41 versus 33 last year. 

Mary didn't apparently go to any meetings for her organizations in January. 

In February, Mary went to two meetings of the Social Union, One at church and one at Mrs 
Davis' house at 407 West Kentucky.®’6 677 On the 24th, Mary and 13 others attended the Rose 
Unit meeting at Mrs. Franklin's house at 406 West Georgia.®’”8 A Mary M. Hall was reported 
attending the Cyril Eastern Star banquet at the end of the month, but | think it was a different 
person with the same name from Cement.

Mary returned to Rebekah Lodge for the first time in three months on March 7th.679 Two days 
later, on March 9th, Mary attended a 'Guests Day' luncheon at the Social Union where an 
unusual crowd of 40 people were there. Also on March 9th, | was born; it was Mary's 
birthday.689 After dreading March 9th because of William Ray's death in 1941, perhaps Mary 
had better feelings about March 9th -- or perhaps confused and mixed feelings. | know that my 
best memories of the only grandparent | ever met are memories of blowing out the candles 
with her on our birthday. 

Two weeks later Mary went to Mrs. J. E. West's house at 120 West Oklahoma for another 
Social Union where they must have talked about the success of the earlier luncheon because 
they planned another luncheon for April.681 On the 24th, Mary went to Mrs. Cox's house at 118 
SW 8rd for a Rose Unit meeting. Mary was appointed to a committee for ‘visiting gardens’ led 
by Mrs. C. A. Stiles.682 

On the 13th of April the Social Union held a lunch in the parlor of the church. Mary was one of 
three hostesses including Mrs. Ralph Cleveland and Mrs. H. E. Ogle.683 684 The next Monday, 
Mary went to Rebekah where four new members were installed.685 Mrs. Mittleberger hosted the 
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Social Union at her house at 516 West Broadway. Mary read the devotional lesson.686 The next 
day Mary and 11 other members of Rose Unit met in the Millican house.®87 

Mary participated in pageant rehearsals at the Rebekah Lodge on the 9th of May.®8 Two days 
later Mary helped the Social Union honor the church's graduating class.689 On the 15th, Mary 
answered a request from the newspaper, "The other day we asked if anyone knew Thelma Iris 
Hall and somebody does. Mary H. [sic] Hall phoned to say that she’s a great niece of the late L. 
E. Hall. Now a YWCA official in Shanghai, she and her parents moved from here about 30 years 
ago to lowa. Anybody remember them?"699 Thelma Iris is the granddaughter of Elmer's oldest 
brother, Major Richard Hall of Bloomfield, lowa. Elmer and the family visited there in 1924. 
Richard's son and Thelma Iris' father, James William Hall, and his family lived near Elmer and 
Mary in Gracemont between about 1909 and 1914.691 692 On the 25th Mary and the Social 
Union met at Mrs. Jess Trogdon's house where they completed a book that had been under 
discussion.®93 The next weekend Clara came to visit Mary and other relatives in Anadarko. 
In early June, Mary went to a post-nuptial shower for Betty Lee Fisher, newly married to Erbo 
Rosser, at the Presbyterian Church. Eighty people were there including Mary, Rubey Hall and 
Ruth Dutcher.®% The Social Union met on the 22nd and Mary was there.®96 On the 27th Mary 
went to a regular Rebekah Lodge meeting.®9” At the end of the month, Mary went to a joint 
program where Mrs. Baldwin gave a program on arranging flowers. Twelve members of the Iris 
Unit and nine members of the Rose Unit were there.698 

In July Mary attended only one publicized event, the Rebekah Lodge where Mrs. Park Hines 
was installed as Noble Grand.®99 

In August Mary and the other Rebekahs decided to serve lunches again at the Indian Fair.70° 
The Social Union met with Mrs. Courtney again at 513 West Oklahoma and planned a church 
dinner; 10 members, including Mary, were there.7o1 At the end of the month, Mary and the other 
Past Nobles entertained the Rebekah Lodge. 7°?

At the September 12th Rebekah Lodge meeting, the charter was draped in memory of Thomas 
Craig. Mr Craig had been active in the Anadarko IOOF for 28 years. Mary and thirty-three other 
members were at the meeting.”°S Two days later Mary went to Francie Schaub's house for 
Social Union and Ross Hume was the speaker.7°4 On the 22nd R. N. Wall, Soil Conservationist 
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for the Anadarko district, talked to the Rose Unit about conservation. Mary presented each of 
the members with a "potted plant of foliage, ivy and various other types." 

During their first meeting in October, the Rebekahs planned a rummage sale for Saturday the 
8th; there was no followup article saying if Mary went to the sale or not.” The next week, on 
the 10th, Mary and 49 other Rebekahs installed Mrs Beets.’°” Two days later, Mary met with 
the Social Union at church to hear a talk on the Santa Fe Trail Missions.7°8 On the 24th, Mary 
heard Mrs. ElVira Goodman report on the State Rebekah Assembly held in Muskogee.”°° Two 
days later, Mary was co-hostess for the Social Union at Mrs. H. E. Ogle's house; Mrs Charles 
Wilson gave a program called ‘Social Education in Action.'719 The next day Mary went to the 
Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. H. A. Schrock in Old Town." 

Mary attended World Community Day at the First Christian Church sponsored by the United 
Council of Churchwomen on November 4th, "Churches represented at the meeting were:

Presbyterian, Methodist, Christian, and Baptist, colored, and Presbyterian, colored." [Anadarko 
Daily News wording, not mine] It is a disturbing sign of the times that the news found it 
necessary to call out the race of churches; even people who attended were singled out, "...Mrs. 
R. N. Wall, Mrs. Peonal Sparks, Mrs. John Shaw, Negro, Mrs. Pearlie Brooks, Negro."”'2 It is a 
shock to our 2024 mindset to see. It is somewhat encouraging that, even though the town was 
divided by the railroad track, these women were more open. On the 9th Mary went to Mrs. 
Courtney's house at 513 West Oklahoma for the Social Union meeting.’”'3 On the 17th Mary 
and 11 other members of the Rose Unit met at 411 East Oklahoma and voted to donate gifts to 
the Clinton Hospital.’14 On the 28th Mary attended Rebekah Lodge where Mrs. Welch became 
the new Noble Grand.715 

Mary helped the Rebekahs welcome a new member, 'Miss Miller' on December 5th at the IOOF 
Hall.716 The next Monday Mary attended the Annual Christmas dinner and party and 54 people 
attended.717 On the 14th Mary went to Social Union at Mrs. Elsie Vallier's house at 415 West 
Central and officers were nominated for the next year.718 Mary attended Rebekah Lodge on the 
19th, her third Rebekah meeting in a single month.719 


1950 
Mary got even busier in 1950 after joining the North Anadarko Home Demonstration Club in 


February. She was also more active in the Rose Unit this year. She was mentioned in records 
fifty-four times this year versus forty-one last year. 
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The Rebekahs held a New Year party to start off the year; Mary and 50 other members went.720 
On the 25th Mary gave the devotionals at the Social Union luncheon.72! The next day Mary 
went to a Valentine party at the Rose Unit meeting.722 

On the February 14th Mary went to Mrs Foy Price's home at 603 West Oklahoma and joined 
the North Anadarko Home Demonstration Club.’23 She had first visited the club in July 1944 
and attended again as a visitor in 1947. She became a fairly loyal member attending at least 
twelve meetings in 1950. On the 22nd Mary went to Social Union at Mrs. Davis' house.’24 The 
next day Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. C. J. Clark's house. Anna Dixon 
presented the program. 725 

On March 2nd Mary went to a large shower for Joan West who was engaged to Cecil Stricker. 
Hazel was one of seven hostesses and about 150 people attended.’26 It must have been held 
in one of the churches but the article doesn't specify the location. Mary attended the Rebekah 
Lodge meeting on the 6th and they planned a dinner for their daughters.’2” Two days later 
Francie Schaub was hostess for the Social Union and Mary went.728 

On the 12th of April, Noma Hall called on Mary at 320 West Oklahoma to fill out the 1950 
census. This address must have been an apartment since there were multiple families at the 
same address including Herbert and Lena Ogle, Theresa Rife, Lena Maren and others.729 Mary 
must have moved here after she hosted the 1943 Rose Unit Christmas party at 216 West 
Kentucky. Two days later Mary went to the North American HD Club at Mrs. Roy Griffith's 
house west of town where they added three new members to the group.73° On the 22nd Mary 
went to Social Union at Mrs. Wade Head's house and 30 members attended.731 

Mary went to the Rebekahs meeting on April 10th where they discussed hosting a Friendship 
Night.’°2 The next day the North Anadarko Home Demonstration Club met in the home of Mrs. 
J. S. Butler. During that meeting they discussed a style show that was to be held on April 28th, 
"Mrs. Mary Hall plans to enter her granddaughter, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Carl Hall, in the 
style show." This daughter is Mary Kay [Hall] Garrison who responded to the article in 2023, 
"That’s just fun!!!"7383 On the 17th Mary and the other Rebekahs finalized plans for Friendship 
Night724 and hosted 10 other lodges in Anadarko on the 24th; there were a total of 133 people 
at the event including 72 guests and 61 members.’°5 Two days later Mary and 14 other 
members celebrated Mrs. Fred McLintock's birthday at the North Anadarko HD Club.’°6 The 
next day Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. Blanche Millican's house and they 
discussed the plan for a reservoir to be called Fort Cobb lake. The group voted to support the 
effort.737 

Mary was not in the news again for almost a month. On May 25th she went to the Rose Unit 
meeting at Mrs. Cox's house.’38 On the 28th members were honored with a covered-dish 
dinner by the Rebekah Lodge for their years of service. Mary was honored for 25 years. For the 
regular meeting, positions were drawn from a hat and Mary served as Right Support to the 
Noble Grand.739 

On June 12th Mary attended a regular meeting of the Rebekah Lodge.’4° The next day she 
went to the North Anadarko HD club at Mrs. Etta Mingus' home; It was a patriotic themed 
meeting with twelve members and six guests.’41 The next day Mary attended Social Union at 
the church and the minister's wife, Mrs. Paul Kearns, was a special guest.’42 On the 19th Mary 
and the other Rebekahs revealed their mystery pals at a meeting at IOOF Hall.”48 On the 22nd 
Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. Roberts' house.’44 

About July 6th Mary went to Kansas City to visit Lewis and Bertha. She returned about July 
13th after a week.745 

In response to seeing this article, Ruth sent an email, "This sure made me smile! So, in July of 
1950, | was 15 and between sophomore and junior years in high school.

I'll never forget thinking that 
she definitely was ruining those strawberries! :-)"’46 On the 27th Mary went to the annual Rose 
Unit picnic at the First Christian Church.747 At the end of the month the Rebekahs held a dinner 
for Past Noble Grands. All of the chairs were held by Past Noble Grands and Mary served as 
Left Support to the Vice Grand.748 

The North Anadarko HD Club hosted a tea on August 20th for Mr. and Mrs. Fred McClintock on 
their golden wedding anniversary. Sixty-six people came to the event at 311 East Georgia and 
Mary served the cake.’49 The next evening Mary attended the regular Rebekah Lodge 
meeting.’5° On the 24th Mary attended Rose Unit at the home of Mrs. Anna Dixon.’5! Anna 
lived at 302 West Central, the house that we moved into in 1962. The next day Mary went to a 
wedding shower for Mrs. Robert McClure.’52 On the 28th, Mary attended Rebekah Lodge 
where they installed Charlsae Branam as a new member and voted to give $10 to the 45th 
Division.”53 

Mary went to two showers in mid-September. On the 12th she went to Mrs. Milton Harrison's 
house where the North Anadarko HD Club hosted a baby shower for Mrs. Robert Griffith before 
the birth of their son, Chris.754 On the 15th she went to another baby shower for Mrs. Charles 
Clark at the Presbyterian Church; My mother Rubey also attended.’55 Two days later Mary went 
to the North Anadarko HD Club where they held a birthday party for Mrs. J. S. Butler.756 Mary 
attended a business meeting at Rebekah Lodge on the 25th and Rose Unit on the 27th.” The 
members of the Rose Unit planned a cake sale for October 7th and voted to help the 
Tuberculosis Association with the Christmas Seal Drive.758 

Mary helped welcome two new members of Rebekah Lodge on the October 9th meeting.759 
Mary hosted the Social Union meeting at the Presbyterian Church on the 11th.76° 

At the North Anadarko HD Club Mary led the group in prayer. They also elected new officers.76" 
Mary attended a regular meeting of the Rebekah Lodge on the 18th and she was present the 
next week to honor Mrs. Davenport.’62 763 On the 25th Mary went to the Social Union meeting 
at the church where she heard a report on Dwight Indian Mission School by Francie Schwab. 764 
Francie was married to Dwight Schwab who was born near this school. Our daughter Ann Lyn 
went to church camp at Dwight. Later the same day, Mary went to a Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. 
C. H. Forbes' house.76 
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Mary had a busy November with six publicized meetings. On the 6th of November, the local 
Rebekah Lodge was hostess to District officers. "During a candlelight service the emblems 
were presented. A woman dressed in red carrying a red candle [was] used to represent the 
kindness of Rebekah in receiving the unknown servant. The white candle was carried by a 
woman dressed in white and studying the Bible represented the ideals of home, church and 
community. A woman dressed in blue presented a blue candle with the flag to represent 
devotion to God and country. Following the presentation of the red candle the special Rebekah 
song was sung. ‘Watching Your Light' was sung after the presentation of the white candle and 
‘America the Beautiful’ was sung with the presentation of the blue candle. "" 
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There were 48 guests from various towns in Caddo County and 43 members present including 
Mary.”66 On the 8th Mary heard Mrs. Courtney give the program at the Social Union meeting.’6” 
On the 14th Mary heard a talk by Dewey Hodges at the North Anadarko HD Club held at Mrs. 
Ross Wilkerson's house.’68 On the 19th of November, Mary attended the North Anadarko 
Home Demonstration Club at the home of Mrs. Roy Griffith and celebrated Mrs. Griffith's 
birthday. Mr. and Mrs. Robert Griffith attended this and brought their sons Larry, Gary and 
Derrell — all talented athletes. Their youngest brother Chris was closer to my age and sold me 
my Gibson guitar in about 1968. Derrell eventually played professional baseball for the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in 1963 through 1966.79 The next day Mary attended Rebekah Lodge and 
helped plan a Christmas party.’7° At the end of the month Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting 
at Mrs. C. J. Clark's house where ‘soil conservation’ was the program topic.””1

In December Mary's granddaughter, Norma Sue Lane, married Jimmy Thompson at the First 
Methodist Church. It was a family affair; those mentioned in the article included Mary, Charlie 
and June Lane, Harold Lane, Mrs. |. H. Thompson, Miss Betty Thompson, Mrs. W. S. 
Thompson. 7/2 Two days later Mary was co-hostess for the North Anadarko HD Club at Mrs. J. 
R. Turnbull's house.’73 The very next day Mary went to the Social Union Christmas party at 
Mrs. A. W. Vallier's house.’”4 On the 15th the North Anadarko HD Club held a Christmas dinner 
at the VFW Hut on West Main Street. Thirteen guests and thirty-four members attended, the 
largest turnout | have seen for this group.’”5 Mary and the other eight members present at the 
Rose Unit Christmas party brought gifts for patients at the Clinton Tuberculosis Hospital.’””6 On 
the 28th Mary went to a wedding shower for Norma Sue [Lane] Thompson. Ruth Dutcher and 
and June Lane were two of the five hostesses for the event. My cousin Judy Dutcher helped 
open the presents and performed a musical number called, 'The Romance of Norma Sue.' A 
hundred people attended including Mary, Carl & Lucille Hall, James Daniel Hall, Stanley & 
Rubey Hall, Raymond Brooks and Carl & Ruth Reiss.’7” 


1951 


Mary lowered her attendance at Rebekah Lodge, Rose Unit and HD Club in 1951 versus 1950. 
This may have been because of an illness early in February. Sometime during the 1950s Mary 
was diagnosed with breast cancer. She was in and out of the hospital in Anadarko, had 
operations, and cancer treatments in Oklahoma City. Roger Hall recalls, "She got radiation 
treatments for cancer in Oklahoma City and stayed with Aunt Clara." 


Mary went to the HD club early in January at Mrs. Jack Stratton's house and committees were 
appointed.’78 On the 11th Mary went to the 50th wedding anniversary of Mr. and Mrs. J. C. 
Ashlock at 113 SE 2nd. They came to Caddo County in 1901, two years earlier than Elmer and 
Mary. The Ashlock's oldest daughter was the second white baby born in Anadarko. In total 137 
people attended the event.’’9 On the 15th Mary and 50 other Rebekahs installed officers.’8° 
On February 2nd the North Anadarko HD Club celebrated birthdays but, "Mrs Hall was unable 
to attend the party because she is ill at the home of her daughter, Mrs. Charles B. Lane.”78' 
Given that Mary required assistance from June indicates that this illness may have been 
serious enough to slow down her activities for the following months. Mary was well enough to 
attend the Rose Unit meeting at Mrs. Williams' house on the 22nd, her only meeting in 
February that | Know about. 
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Mary returned to a pretty busy schedule in March. On the 12th she went to a lunch and Easter 
program at the VFW Hut sponsored by the North Anadarko Home Demonstration Club.782 Two 
days later Mary went to Social Union at Mrs. Sam Wilhite's home.783 On the 19th she went to 
Rebekah Lodge and heard a program by Arthur Grant who presented three-dimensional 
pictures to the group.784 On the 23rd Mary was the assistant hostess to Mrs. Harry Schillberg at 
the Rose Unit meeting.”85 Mary relived some history when the Social Union program talked 
about Christian leadership in early Anadarko. Mrs. B. H. McDowell talked about Andre Martinez 
and S. V. Fait; Mrs. Mark Penoi reported on the work of Father Isadore.786 
Mary went to the first Rebekah meeting in April where they practiced their work in preparation 
for a drill enclave to be held in the summer.’8” On the 9th Mary and Mrs Ross Wilkerson were 
hostesses at a covered dish luncheon for the North Anadarko HD Club. They also discussed 
participating in a style show the next week at the Redskin Theater.’88 Two days later Mary went 
to the Social Union at Mrs. Wilhite's house.’82 On the 26th Mary was appointed to the Garden 
Centers Committee of the Rose Unit.79° 
On May 8th Mary met with the North Anadarko HD Club for a covered-dish luncheon and a 
program on table etiquette. The group made "plans to make bonnets to be sold for 50 cents 
during the 50th anniversary celebration on August 6th."791 The next day Mary went to Social 
Union where they honored graduates from the church.

* 28th: Mary went to a regular meeting in IOOF hall along with twenty-seven other members.82° 
On the 24th Mary and nine other Rose Unit members met at Mrs. Millican's house. Mrs.

Mary met with the North Anadarko Home Demonstration Club at 103 East Kentucky, Mrs. John 
T. Harrison's house, "Each person answered roll call with one grooming problem they had and 
Miss Martha Schultz, Caddo County home demonstration agent, gave the monthly lesson on 
good grooming."®24 Mary went to a covered-dish dinner honoring Mrs. Myrtle Garrett at 
Rebekahs.825 The next week, Mary and the other Rebekahs decided to donate $10 to the Red 
Cross. Mary and the other past Noble Grands were honored with a corsage at the beginning 
and a party after the meeting. They played games and awarded prizes to the winners.826 

Mrs. C. Ross Hume led a program called 'Is My Religion Showing?’ to the Social Union at a 
1:00 luncheon early in April; Mary and 15 others were there.82”7 The next week Mary opened the 
North Anadarko HD Club with a prayer.

In mid May, Mary attended a multi-denominational meeting of the Anadarko United Church 
Women in the Green Room of the First Christian Church. The group decided to meet once a 
month. Churches represented at the meeting were Presbyterian Church, Negro Methodist 
Church, First Christian Church, First Methodist Church, and Methvin Memorial Indian

E. W. Peters. Mary's daughter, June, also went and they likely rode together.896 Edwin and 
Daisy were married in Anadarko in 1902, about a year before Mary and Elmer arrived.83” Mary 
and June got back to town in time for Mary to go to the Rebekah Lodge meeting where they 
installed three new members.838

Mary's activity level continued to decline in 1953 and the emphasis shifted toward Social Union 
at the church and away from Rebekahs and the Rose Unit.

She went to only five Rebekah or 
Rose Unit meetings combined this year compared to 17 last year, 13 in 1951 and 26 in 1950. 
During the same time her attendance at Social union remained pretty steady at 8 last year, 10 
in 1951 and 9 in 1950. 

On January 6th Mary went to the installation of new officers at the Rebekah Lodge. The group 
agreed to help the Oddfellows with the March of Dimes.85° The next week Mary went to Social 
Union at Mrs. A. G. Fulkerson's house. Reverend Kearns discussed the lesson subject for the 
year, ‘Christ In Us.'85! Mary went to a meeting of the Anadarko United Church Women at the 
Green Room of the First Christian Church. A committee was appointed to help the ministers 
comply with a request that church doors be opened on January 20th so that people can pray 
"for our president-elect, Dwight D. Eisenhower, and his official staff."852 

Mary met with the Social Union on February 4th and Mrs. Clarence Fly discussed, 'What Must 
The church Do?'®53 On the 16th she went to a dinner at the Rebekah Lodge where she and 
other Past Noble Grands were honored.854 On the 25th Mary went to another Social Union, 
which the newspaper has begun calling 'The Women's Organization of the Presbyterian 
church.'

Mary continued to engage in a moderate number of activities at about the same level as last 
year. Her work in Rebekahs and Rose Unit was still low compared to two years ago but her 
participation in Social Union was a little higher. She apparently dropped participation in the 
North Anadarko Home Demonstration Club completely. In January some of the members were 
noted in the 'Better Home Makers Club' and they may have disbanded the old group. 

On the 20th of January Mary went to the Social Union meeting where committees were formed 
for the coming year. Reverend Dean Stephens was there to discuss the study for the coming 
year, 'Christ Calls Us' from the book of Acts.8’3 The next week Mary went to the Rose Unit 
meeting where Mrs. R. L. Lawrence presented a program called 'Choose the Tree to Fit the 
Space.' Roll call was answered by giving a pruning tip.8”4 

Mary only attended the Social Union meeting in February. The meeting was held at 802 West 
Georgia, the home of Mrs. Clarence Fly. Francie Schaub presented the program on the 23rd

In March Mary went to the Rebekah Lodge for a practice held for a school to be held the next 
week.876

September, Mary moved into the little house at 606 1/2 West Oklahoma, across the street from 
us. The note in the paper shows that a water meter was installed there for her but it doesn't 
show a transfer or a shutoff at any other location. | believe she moved from 320 West 
Oklahoma which was a multifamily dwelling of some sort because a lot of other family names 
lived there in the 1950 census. If it was multi-family, Mary's landlord may have had only one 
meter for all tenants.884

Mary went to the Social Union meeting in the basement of the Presbyterian Church on January 
12th and Reverend Dean Stephens "discussed the study for the year entitled 'The New and 
Living Way.'"893 She went to a second Social Union meeting on the 26th at Mrs. Fulkerson's 
house about a block east of Mary's house. Mrs. C. D. Fisher gave the lesson.894 

In February, Mary went to Social Union and heard a presentation by Mrs. McDowell called, 
‘Christ A Great High Priest.'895 On the 24th Mary went to the Rose Unit meeting and heard a 
presentation by Mrs. J. R. Cox about planting bulbs.89 

On her 81st birthday Mary went to Social Union in Fellowship Hall at the church. Mary and her 
sister, Bertha Sours of Fountain, Colorado heard a presentation by Laura Wilson. Mrs. C. D. 
Fisher read a poem in memory of Mrs. A. W. Vallier.897 

On April 13th Mary went to Social Union and Judge C. Ross Hume proposed a ‘Mother's

Mary always attended Social Union and church suppers when she was able. In 1956 she 
focused her energy on this group that meant so much to her. A member of the church, Frances 
McFadyen recalled a conversation with Mary at a church supper, "/ remember the pleasant and 
helpful visits we had at those times. One such visit that | particularly remember was with Mrs. 
Hall, Gene's grandmother. We discussed the rearing of a family, and Mrs. Hall remarked that she 
thought one of the important things to remember in the rearing of children was 'what to see and 
what not to see. '"903 

Mary went to nine meetings of the Social Union in 1956. Twenty-three other members attended 
one or more of the same meetings, Among those twenty-three members, two of them attended 
all nine of the meetings that Mary attended, Mrs. C. D. Fisher and Mrs. William McFadyen; 
three attended eight out of nine, Mrs. B. H. McDowell, Mrs. Peter Meeting, and Mrs. Dean 
Stephens. Mary must have known these five women very well. 

In January the group held a luncheon and program in Fellowship Hall at the church and 
Reverend Dean Stephens reviewed the program for the coming year.2% 

The February meeting was led by Mrs. Dean Stephens who discussed 'The Way of Divine 
Purpose. '995 

Mrs. William McFadyen hosted the March meeting in the church and Francie Schaub led a 
discussion about 'Never At Home. '9° 
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In April Mary went to the luncheon at church hosted by Laura Wilson and Mrs Ross Hume. Mrs. 
Ross Best gave a program titled 'The Way From Death to Life Through the Grace of God.'907 
Mary didn't go to Social Union in May but attended two meetings in June. On the 13th Mary 
heard a program presented by Mrs. Lonnie Dean titled, 'We've Been Asked About 
Segregation'2°8 and on the 17th the group met for the final time before summer break. Mrs. C. 
D. Fisher led a program about 'Because It Is God's Way We May Expect His Help’ taken from 
Ephesians.9° 

The group didn't meet in July or August. Mary was there on September 12th when the group 
had lunch and a round table discussion about 'Beginning With Children.'91° | think Mary 
probably made a good contribution to that discussion. 

On November 28th, Social Union met at Francie Schaub's house. Mrs. Dean Stephens 
discussed 'The Whole of Life.’ 

Mary attended the Christmas meeting held on the 12th of December at Mrs. Lonnie Dean's 
house at 626 East Broadway. The meeting was opened with listening to two records; 'God 
Bless Ye Merry Gentlemen’ and 'White Christmas.' Mrs. William McFadyen gave a program 
called 'The Whole Church and Christmas.' Each member told what Christmas meant to 
them.9"1 


1957 


Mary further curtailed her Social Union attendance in 1957 and attended only one meeting at 
Rebekah Lodge. That one meeting was a covered dish dinner in the IOOF Hall and the 
decorations celebrated Easter. It was an evening with old friends as the past Noble Grands 
filled all the chairs.212 This was Mary's first time at IOOF Hall in almost two years and turned 
out to be her last meeting with the Rebekahs.

There were no records or news articles of Mary's illness, but in November she published a card 
of thanks in the Anadarko Daily News, "/ wish to take this means to thank all neighbors and 
friends for the flowers and cards and every kindness shown me during my stay in the Anadarko 
Hospital.

1958 


1958 was a really slow year for Mary as she limited herself to Social Union and only attended 
two meetings. | think that she moved into our house at 607 West Oklahoma this year as she 
was too fragile to live by herself. 

In March another grandchild died. Norma Sue Lane [Thompson], daughter of Mary June Hall 
[Lane] and Charlie Birdsong Lane committed suicide in Arkansas City, Kansas, just ten miles 
from the Sumner county farm where Elmer and Mary lived in 1900.94 Norma and Jimmy 
Thompson's son, Marc Kevin Thompson, came to live with Aunt June next door to our house 
while his dad grieved and arranged his life as a single father. Marc was about two months old 
when Norma died. Roger remembered Mary comforting Marc, "/ remember when Marc 
Thompson came to stay with Aunt June, he was crying and grandma rocked him." Just two 
weeks after Norma Sue died, Mary went to Social Union hosted by Mrs. C. D. Fisher, "A very 
interesting program, ‘World In Which We Live,' was presented by Mrs. Dwight Schaub, lesson 
leader."915 Mary surely got some support and condolences from the 10 other members who 
attended that day. 

Mary returned to Social Union in early October for a meeting hosted by Laura Wilson.9"6 


1959 


Based on the vital statistics published in the paper, it looks like Mary was in the hospital from 
April 20th through June 2nd. That illness stopped her from being active for the rest of the year. 
Before being admitted to the hospital, Mary had limited her known activities to Social Union. 
On February 11th she attended a regular meeting and luncheon at church9"” and on the 25th 
she went again and Rachael Briscoe was the hostess.918 Rachael played the organ when | was 
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young and finally turned those duties over to Dianne Rogers in the late 1970s when Ann Lyn 
and Jason were little. Also, Rachael was the daughter of Andele, 'The Mexican Kiowa Captive.' 
Mary went to Social Union again near the end of March. The meeting was at Mrs. E. A. Mayer's 
home. Caroline Dean gave a lesson from a book called 'Ever Widening Circle.’ The group voted 
to buy an Easter Lily for Maundy Thursday and Easter Sunday.919 This was the last time Mary 
was able to attend any of her favorite activities.

The table represents the number of events that | know Mary attended through public records 
and newspaper accounts for each year that Mary was a widow. The count is too low since we 
can't possibly know everything she did. Also, the count cannot substitute for the quality of the 
activities and what it meant for Mary to participate. 

We can see patterns in the colors which become more intense as Mary's activities increase. 
From the total column it looks like Mary wasn't very busy in the first few years after Elmer died. 
However, the newspaper coverage from 1926 through 1933 didn't usually include names of 
everyone who attended, only those who led or presented something. A small sample of articles 
about Social Union and Rebekahs confirm that this is true. For example Mary was the Rebekah 
Lodge Nobel Grand in 1936 and coverage of that is simply missing from the record. She also 
celebrated 25 years in Rebekahs in 1950, indicating membership in 1925, but not much public 
recognition of that. Other things that Mary attended such as weddings and showers were much 
smaller but articles did include a list of those who attended. The Rose Unit either didn't exist or 
never got any publicity until the mid 1930s and Mary apparently first attended Rose Unit as a 
guest in 1937. | can't find a record in the Presbyterian Church for Mary, but from family stories, 
| believe she attended church there after the family moved to Anadarko in 1914. 

From 1933 until 1943, Mary's known activities increased from 5 per year to 27 per year. 
Between 1944 and 1952, Mary became more involved and was at her highest activity level 
averaging about 41 meetings, showers, and visits per month. 

In 1953, at age 79, Mary slowed down pretty dramatically to about half of her usual activities. 
Her activity level declined by half again in 1955 at age 81 and then tapered off after that. 

From the total row at the bottom, it doesn't look like Mary preferred any particular month; she 
may have attended fewer things during the heat of summer, or some organizations didn't meet 
during the summer. 
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It's interesting to look at the types of activities that we know about.

Mary's high activity levels between 1944 and 1952 were because of her involvement in the 
Rebekah Lodge from 1944 to 1946; her involvement at Rebekah declined starting in 1947 while 
her involvement in Rose Unit and Social Union increased. 
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PLACES ELMER AND MARY LIVED IN ANADARKO 
After moving to town Elmer and Mary lived in several places. My dad was proud of the fact that 
he had never lived more than 4 or 5 blocks from the courthouse. After Elmer died at 401 East 
Main, Mary moved four more times. She stayed at 216 West Kentucky the longest, eighteen 
years between about 1928 and 1946. After all of the children left home she stayed in smaller 
apartments instead of a house. 
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PLACES MARY VISITED IN ANADARKO 
Mary was active in organizations that met in locations all around town. She went to several 
locations repeatedly between 1925 and 1960 such as the Presbyterian church for Social Union, 
and the IOOF Hall for Rebekah Lodge #95. She also went to meetings that were held in 
someone's home. Remarkably, the newspapers of the time reported exact addresses of many 
meetings. Some of the meetings Mary attended were in the homes of her children including 
Hazel, Stanley and June. Interestingly, she went to meetings in our future home, 302 West 
Central, long before we moved there.

Mary's health continued to be a factor as she wasn't able to attend her regular meetings. 

On April 19th, 1960, 57 years after arriving in Caddo County, Mary died and was buried next to 
Elmer in Memory Lane Cemetery in Anadarko. | remember going there every Memorial Day and 
clipping grass around the stones and curbs. It seemed like it was always the hottest day of the 
year. 

Mary lived a long and productive life that started with an 1874 wagon train to Kansas before 
she was a year old and ended in the miraculous age of automobiles and telephones. She 
should be remembered for her many positive qualities and talents which she used to improve 
the lives of people who knew her as a...

Truth. ...in God's eyes we are all brothers and sisters. " 

Clara recalled that early day Anadarko could be boring at times, "We always played cards at 
home because there wasn't anything else to do. | remember momma playing cards. In canasta 
she could get threes better than anyone. Your brother [Roger lvan Hall] had learned to play 
bridge at college. He and one of his friends came home for a visit and asked momma to play 
with them. They didn't think she knew very much about it and they had signals all worked out 
so they could beat just about anyone at college. She was old and could hardly see but she and 
someone else beat the pants off them. They let her pick a partner, but it didn't matter who she 
picked. Even in the few years before she died, when she was blind, she could just listen to the 
table talk and tell what everybody had in their hands. | think we learned a lot from playing cards. 
Mom and Dad never let us cheat and never let us win. Some people think they should let the 
kids win so they won't be discouraged. We always had to win on our own and they were hard 
players to beat. This taught us nothing in life is for free. You have to earn it." Roger says that the 
bridge story is true but remembers that it was William Stanley Hall and Paul Perry Fisher who 
"beat the socks off" him and his college roommate, not Mary Mahala.

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DETAILED Possible Route From Keensburg, IL to Eureka, KS 


Current routing maps show three main routes between Keensburg and Eureka... 
* 540 miles: Northern route through St. Louis and Kansas City and then SW toward Eureka 
+ 555 miles: Middle route to St. Louis and then WSW from St. Louis 


* 562: Southern route which turns south at Mount Vernon, IL to the confluence of the 
Mississippi and Ohio Rivers and then due west to Eureka 
There are several routes available to the family in 1874 and | assume they took the easiest 
because of the two young children and because of Mahala Eastwood's age. Mahala was only 
55 at the time of the trip, but she may have been in ill health as she died in Greenwood County 
only 3 years after this trip. However, none of the three main routes could ever be described as 
easy in a covered wagon. All are are about the same distance and all require travel over some 
rough roads across Missouri. | picked a route that is shown on maps of the 1870s and which 
approximates the middle route listed above.

The trip across Illinois was about 158 miles and took the family about 27 days total. 


Keensburg to East St. Louis Illinois 


You could follow the route that Mary's family took pretty closely using this itinerary. 

* Go straight west to Highway 8 and turn right toward Bellmont. 

* Turn left at Bellmont onto State Highway 15 to Albion and Fairfield. 

* Continue through Fairfield to US Highway 45 and turn north toward Jeffersonville and Cisne 
until US 50 just east of Flora. Rinard is just off US 45. 

* Turn west on US 50 and drive through Flora, Salem, and Trenton to East St. Louis, Illinois. 
Carlyle. Xenia, luka, Odin, Sandoval, Huey, Breese and O'Fallon are just off the highway. US 
50 becomes Interstate 64 near O'Fallon 

Sections of US 50 run parallel to the road the Mary's parents took in 1874 and those roads are 

now maintained by the counties but probably passable. 

Keensburg to Fairfield -- 5 days starting Tuesday 17 June 1874: This first part of the trip 

would have been relatively fast with a lot of excitement and fresh animals pulling the wagons. 

Still, people and animals alike would have been sore at the beginning of the second day as 

they got used to traveling every day. 

They probably reached Albion about noon of the second day. That would have given them a 

chance to test out their skills and the capacity of the animals. If they forgot any items, Albion 

would be a good place to correct that. 

It took another three to four days to reach Fairfield. 


Fairfield to Flora -- 5 days starting Sunday June 22: From Fairfield the family traveled 27 
miles NNW toward Flora, Illinois, passing through Jeffersonville, Cisne, and Rinard. This section 
would require about 3 to 4 days to complete. Each of the towns were about one day apart 
giving the family an opportunity to camp near civilization and supplies for the next four nights. 


Flora to Salem -- 5 days starting Friday 27 June: The third leg of the trip from Flora to Salem 
Illinois was about 27 miles west and the group had about a week of travel experience. They 
were beginning to get a rhythm -- travel too fast and the people and animals got too tired, too 
slow and their progress was less satisfying. They reached Salem just over three weeks after 
leaving home. 

Salem to Carlyle -- 4 days starting Wednesday 2 July: From Salem they continued west 
toward Carlyle and probably camped at... 

* Odin 

+ East of Sandoval 

+ East of Clement, just north of present-day Huey where they celebrated the Fourth of July 

* Carlyle 


Carlyle was a fairly substantial town and attempted to become the first state capital of Illinois in 
1819 but lost by one vote to Vandalia.924 
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Carlyle to East St. Louis -- 9 days starting Sunday 6 July: The last section of road in Illinois 
was about 50 miles from Carlyle to East St. Louis and took over a week and passed through 
Breese, Trenton, Lebanon, and O'Fallon. 

Mary's parents had a relatively easy time versus earlier settlers passing through the this area. 
According to Breese's web page, "The railroad brought new settlers and business for the area 
now that travelers no longer had to battle the enormous prairie land grasses which slowed 
travel."925 The family camped along the way at... 

* One or two miles east of Breese 

* Two or three miles short of Trenton 

+ Between Trenton and Lebanon 

* O'Fallon 

It took about three days to reach East St. Louis from O'Fallon. It was almost four difficult weeks 
from home in Keensburg. 


Crossing the Mississippi 


There was some delay in St. Louis as Mary's father, Daniel, and Uncle John restocked the 
wagons as needed, traded for new animals as needed, and arranged to cross the Mississippi 
River. A. Schulherr & Company advertised "Large and fine mules and horses, suitable for city, 
plains and plantations." 
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Mary's family could have taken the new Eads Bridge which was opened for traffic on June 4th, 
1874, just six weeks before the family arrived. The bridge required a toll for all wagon traffic. | 
calculate this to be about $1 based on the published pricing of ten cents per wagon plus ten 
cents per animal. That $1 is about $25 to $30 in 2022 dollars -- a fairly high toll. 

Knowing that both the Eastwood and Longenecker families were young and traveling via 
wagon instead of rail, | assume they were on a strict budget. For this reason, | believe they took 
the lower-cost ferry across the Mississippi. 

According to the Missouri Historical Society, "Even after the Eads Bridge opened in 1874, the 
Wiggins Ferry remained a cheaper way to make the trip."926 While the ferry business in St. Louis 
was dominated by the Wiggins Ferry Company, Wiggins responded to the new Eads Bridge 
competition by lowering prices. In an article about the Wiggins Ferry Company, the Illinois 
State Museum reports, "To meet this competition the Wiggins Company inaugerated [sic] a 
swift transit over the exclusive use of passengers...This boat, the 'D. W. Hewitt' was to make the 
trip across in 3 minutes for a charge of 5 cents."927 

Perhaps the Longenecker and Eastwood families crossed the River on the Hewitt, "The /ittle 
ferry steamer Hewitt commenced making her regular trips yesterday [9 Jul 1874] morning, and 
will ply regularly from pier to pier on either side of the river. She runs in the interests of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co."928 

No matter which way they crossed the Mississippi, it was hot on both sides, "The Weather is 
quite warm this morning..."929 About the 15th or 16th of July, the family did something that was 
probably a once-in-a-lifetime thing, they crossed over the Mississippi River into St. Louis 
Missouri. 

The front-page headlines in the St. Louis Republican were all about the great fire in Chicago, 
"Another Ocean of Flame Sweeping over the City."98° 

They had been on the trail for a month and the river crossing at St. Louis must have been a 
milestone. It was not quite the halfway point of their journey but far enough that everyone 
realized that there was no turning back to the life they left in Wabash County. | wonder if they 
celebrated with a bath or a hot meal at a local cafe. 


FERRY BOAT AT ST LOUIS?21 
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St. Louis to Nevada City, Missouri 


Using my average speed of 5.7 miles per day, the trip across Missouri took Mary's family about 
51 days to cover the roughly 280 miles from St. Louis to Nevada City. The terrain in Missouri is 
quite a lot rougher with lots of trees and it is more likely that this section was the slowest part 
of the trip and took longer than the average calculations used in this section. 

A Modern day route goes generally WSW following the current interstate 44 until Highway 50 
toward Union Missouri. Leave Highway 50 east of Owensville and take Missouri State Highway 
28. Just south of Belle take State Highway 42 toward Vienna. Continue on Highway 42 through 
Vienna to Iberia and Brumley, Turn south on Highway 54 just past Kaiser and pass through 
Camdenton, Roach, Macks Creek, Preston, Hermitage, Wheatland, Weubleau, Collins, Cedar 
Springs, El Dorado Springs, and Dederick before reaching Nevada City. 

St. Louis to Union, Missouri -- 8 days starting July 16th 

This first section out of St. Louis and into Missouri took just over a week and took the family 
through Manchester, Oakfield, and Port William before reaching Union. 


* 


It took about three and a half days to reach Manchester, but it was worth the wait. The family 
may have filled up their barrels with water from Manchester Spring which was public until 
about eight years later. They may have also sheltered in the cool of Manchester cave, a beer- 
storage area used by locals for protection during the Civil War. 

Oakfield is shown on Grey and Colton's 1874 map but | can't find it on a modern map. It 
appears to be just less than the distance from St. Louis to Manchester, about three days. Point 
William is also missing from modern maps; | could be misreading the names on the 1874 
maps. The total distance from Manchester to Union is about 35 miles -- 6 days travel for 
Mary's family. 

Union to Vienna -- 13 days starting July 24th 

This section of the trek across Missouri was a long one taking almost two weeks. They passed 
through a number of small villages including Beauford [known as Beaufort today], Owensville, 
and Paydown. 

The family camped at... 
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+ Between Union and Beauford 

* Beauford [The original town was moved nearer the railroad after Mary's family passed 
through] 

* Six miles west of Beauford 

* Six miles east of Owensville 

* Owensville 

Vienna to Cross Timbers -- 16 days starting August 6th 

It was 92 miles from Vienna to Cross Timbers and very few settlements along the way. 

According to the 1878 Gray and Colton map, they passed through Ulman Ridge and Linn 

Creek. Mary's family set up camp about every six miles and reached Ulman ridge on about the 

sixth day. Ulman Ridge, was a small settlement of about 50 people. It had a post office, general 

store and blacksmith shop. 

It took about another four days to reach Linn Creek. This little town of about 130 people was 

covered by the Lake of the Ozarks in about 1931 after the construction of the Bagnel Dam.

The final 32 miles to Cross Timbers took another six days of camping in the Ozarks and the 
family reached there on about August 22, more than two months after leaving Keensburg. 
Cross Timbers to Nevada City -- 13 days starting August 22 

The last section of travel in Missouri was 75 miles passing through Bledsoe, Jenkins Branch, 
and Pleasant City to Nevada City, near the border between Missouri and Kansas. Bledsoe, 
Jenkins Branch and Pleasant City don't seem to exist any more. There is a Bledsoe Ferry near 
the dam on Harry S Truman Reservoir and several small streams named Jenkins Branch. 

It took the family about 13 days to travel from Cross Timbers to Nevada City where they 
camped about September 6th. Just 10 years before Mary's family reached Nevada City, 
murders, arsons and robberies of every sort were common. Almost the entire town was burned 
by the St. Clair and Cedar County militia in an attempt to rid the area of "Bushwackers."9°2 It 
was rebuilt starting in 1868993 and was probably still in the process of construction when they 
camped there. The city incorporated and dropped the word "City" from its name in 1869. 
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Nevada Clty to Eureka, Kansas 
It was only about 110 miles to Eureka from Nevada City. 


Nevada City to Uniontown, Kansas -- 5 days starting September 6th 

With the sun at their back, the morning of September 6th, the family started their final push to 
Kansas and a new life with new opportunities. They would take almost another week to reach 
Uniontown, crossing the border into Kansas on the second day. This must have been another 
exciting milestone for the family. They continued to Fort Scott about the third day. Fort Scott 
was a town of about 1800 people first established as a frontier outpost and used as a supply 
depot during the Civil War. 
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FORT SCOTT, KANSAS BETWEEN 1870 AND 1880 


The little wagon train reached Uniontown about September 13th and found a small town of 
about 130 people who named their town based on their loyalty to the Union during the Civil 
War. Mary's father, Daniel, and her Uncle John were Union soldiers and probably felt a kinship 
to the people they met there. 


Uniontown to Moran -- 2 days starting September 11th 


It was about 13 miles to Moran via Bronson. They probably camped in or near Bronson halfway 
to Moran. Bronson was not really an official town until a few years later. It is the site of the 
world's first horseshoe pitching tournament.9%4 Moran was also just a community when Mary's 
family camped there about September 16th. It grew after the St Louis, Ft. Scott and Wichita 
railroad came there in 1881. 

Moran to Yates Center -- 5 days starting September 13th 

The family traveled about 35 miles to Yates Center via lola and Piqua. The lola Register reported cooler 
weather which must have been a relief to the family. Piqua was also a small unincorporated community 
which grew only slightly when the railroad came in 1881. 

On about the 23rd, the family arrived at Yates Center. Mary's future husband, Levi Elmer Hall, was born 
in Yates Center just about 19 months earlier on 26 February 1873. While they lived just a county apart 
during childhood, their paths don't appear to have crossed again until about 20 years later. The town 
wasn't actually established until a year later when Abner Yates gave land to the county for a county seat. 
Yates Center to Eureka -- 5 days starting September 18th 

Finally, the distance to Eureka could be measured in days, not weeks. The family traveled the last 33 
miles of their journey passing through Toronto and Neal. Toronto was founded just 5 years before the 
family passed through there and there were about 80 people who lived there. Neal remains an 
unincorporated community with a population of 37 in the 2020 census. 

Land was advertised in the Eureka Herald, "H. C. Rizer has a good list of lands at low prices. In fact there 
never will be better opportunities for investment than at present." Reassuringly, the grasshoppers had all 
left the area, "They have nearly all left, and there is little danger from them. They have laid no eggs in this 
vicinity yet. "935
